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Opposition may block Roosevelt branch

In light of public sentiment, it ap­ 
pears very unlikely that Roosevelt 
University 
will 
locate 
a 
branch 
campus at Miner Junior High School 
when the school is closed next June, 
Arlington Heights Dist. 25 Board of 
Education members said Friday. 


A final board decision on the issue, 
however, is not expected until after 
late September when the Arlington 
Heights Environmental Control Com­ 
mission releases its study on the ef­ 


fects the university would have on the 
neighborhood. 
Declining enrollment and mounting 
financial problems led the Dist. 25 
board this week to authorize the clos­ 
ing of Miner, the first junior high 
school in the Northwest suburbs to 
close at the end of the 1977-78 school 
year. 
ONLY THE Chicago-based Roose­ 
velt University has expressed an in­ 
terest in leasing the school, but resi­ 
dents of the Miner area say they are 
“ violently opposed” to such an ar­ 


rangement because of the traffic, 
safety and parking problems it would 
create in the primarily residential 
area. 
» 
“ With the message we’re getting 
from the residents I doubt very much 
whether Roosevelt University will be 
approved by the school board,” board 
member Bruce Chelberg said. “ The 
chances of Roosevelt getting into Min­ 
er are pretty slim.” 
The board Thursday received a peti­ 
tion signed by 1,468 residents support­ 
ing a resolution saying they “ will not 


tolerate” any university or college in 
their neighborhood and will legally at­ 
tempt to keep one out. 
Additionally, some 500 residents at 
Thursday’s meeting let it be known by 
their words and their applause that 
they do not want their school leased to 
a university. 
W HILE SOME DIST. 25 residents 
outside the Miner area 
have ex­ 
pressed a desire to see Roosevelt lo­ 
cate in Arlington 
Heights, 
board 
member Ruth Grundberg said that 
“ in a matter such as this, it is im­ 


perative that we listen very closely to 
the wishes of the people in the neigh­ 
borhood which would be most directly 
affected.” 
From a financial standpoint, leas­ 
ing to Roosevelt could help the dis­ 
trict offset the $500,000 budget deficit 
projected for 1978-79 by bringing in 
$59,000 in rent and eliminating the ex­ 
pense 
involved 
in 
mothballing 
a 
school, administrators said. Roosevelt 
would pay for utilities and custodial 
services and the district would main­ 
tain the gounds, including snow re­ 


moval and grass cutting, they said. 
Board member Donald Gibbins said 
a decision about leasing to Roosevelt 
will not be made simply on the basis 
of economic benefits “ if the arrange­ 
ment will have an adverse effect on a 
portion of the community and the li­ 
festyle there.” 
Roosevelt University Vice President 
Lawrence Silverman Friday said the 
university still is interested in locat­ 
ing a branch campus in the Northwest 
suburbs and is awaiting word from

discovered murdered

The screams echoing from the bedroom left no doubt. 


“ No! No! No!” 


They were unceasing screams, th? sobs in them clearly audible, 
the denial in the woman’s voice more like a plea. 


News of killings always is cruel. Particularly when the killing is 
brutal and the victim only a child. 


But for Mildred Slusser, the news that her 12-year-old daughter 
was dead was crueler still. 


Only minutes before Lake County Sheriff’s deputies informed her 
of the discovery of Lisa’s naked body, a television reporter had 
told Mrs. Slusser her daughter had been found and was alive. 


Lisa’s body was spotted at about 2 p.m. by three teen-agers. It 
lay face up on a bank of the Des Plaines River, about 500 yards 
from what police described as a lovers’ lane near Russell, 111., at 
the Wisconsin border. The location is about IO miles north of the 
Slussers’ home at 2704 Ganster Rd , in unincorpoated Lake County 
north of Waukegan. 


She had suffered multiple stab wounds to the chest and there 
were bruises on the neck, said Sheriff E. J. (Chic) LaMagdeleine. 


“ THERE W ERE 17 puncture wounds in the chest, abdomen and 
head,” said Robert Babcox, Lake County coroner. “ She definitely 
was raped.” 


As early as Friday morning, Louis Harceg, chief investigator for 
the sheriff’s office, had theorized that she had been abducted for 
sexual reasons. 


Some of her clothes had been recovered, Harceg said Friday 
afternoon, but he refused to detail the condition of the clothes, 
what items of clothing were recovered or where they were found. 


LaMagdeleine said the three teens discovered the body while 
driving. There had been no attempt to hide it, he said. The teens 
range in age from 17 to 19; all are boys from the Russell area. 
Deputies refused to identify them, although they said they will be 
interviewed. 


“ They have not been questioned too much at this point, but as 
far as saying whether they’re suspects, I cannot answer that ques­ 
tion,” LaMagdeleine said. “ We have no suspects at this point.” 


LISA DISAPPEARED after going out to gather acorns near the 
home Wednesday afternoon, and her bicycle later was found in a 
ditch near the intersection of Ganster and Sheridan roads. 


A number of tracks were found near the body, Harceg said, but 
he added it will be difficult to distinguish new tracks from numer­ 
ous old ones because the area, though wooded, is well-traveled. 


He acted quickly to quell rumors that the slaying may have been 
committed by an imitator of New York’s notorious “ Son of Sam” 
killer, denying a television report that “ Sam” had been written

U.S. Embassy ?’ire in Russia 


MOSCOW (U PI) - A huge fire 
raged out of control through the top 
three floors of the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow Friday, forcing an evacuation 
of all personnel save the Marine 
guards who refused to leave top se­ 
cret military documents unguarded. 
U.S. Marines and Navy Seabees 
donned fire suits and oxygen masks 
and joined 32 truckloads of Soviet fire­ 
men under the command of a general 
in battling the blaze that swept 
through the most classified section of 
the 10-story embassy building in cen­ 


tral Moscow — the top three floors 
housing the offices of Ambassador 
Malcom Toon and those of the embas­ 
sy’s intelligence gathering specialists. 
The blaze broke out at 10:30 p.m. 
Moscow time and twice the armada of 
firemen manning 30 pump trucks and 
two hook-and-ladders thought they 
had brought it under control. 
But the fire raged inside the walls 
of the 27-year-old yellow stucco build­ 
ing and quickly spread from the 
eighth to the ninth and 10th floors and 
finally through the roof, sending up a 


billowing cloud of black smoke visible 
across Moscow at sunrise. 
The building was evacuated except 
for a contingent of marine guards who 
refused a Soviet order to leave and 
remained on the upper floors to 
safeguard secret documents locked in 
the safes of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force attaches. 
Save for one marine who was over­ 
come by the smoke, no injuries were 
reported. 
Toon said that “ ail necessary mea­ 
sures had been taken” to safeguard 


“ sensitive documents.” 
TOON, WHO WAS summoned from 
a diplomatic reception when the fire 
broke out shortly after 10:30 p.m., 
was dressed in a tuxedo as he 
watched the blaze from the sidewalk. 
He was joined by U.S. diplomats, 
some evacuated from their embassy 
apartments and hustled into the street 
in nightclothes. 
A crowd of about 200 onlookers 
watched firefighters run ladders up 
the side of the building and pour wa­ 
ter through the windows. 


U.S. Marines and Navy Seabees 
joined the hundreds of Soviet fire­ 
fighters in battling the blaze, which 
appeared to be confined to the eighth 
floor of the concrete building on Chai- 
kovskovd Boulevard in Central Mos­ 
cow. 
AT ONE POINT, shortly after mid­ 
night, firefighters thought they had 
brought the blaze under control — 
only to see flames burst through the 
windows again and engulf the entire 
floor three hours after the first alarm 
was sounded. 
Barker incompetent to stand trial: report 


Accused killer James E. Barker Jr., 
16, is mentally incompetent to stand 
trial, according to findings in a report 
to the Cook County Juvenile Court. 
Barker,

Rd., 
Mount Prospect, is accused of shoot­ 
ing to death Otto Meisenheimer, 21, of 
107 E. Camp McDonald Rd., Prospect 
Heights, and wounding four persons 
Aug. 9 in an amusement arcade in 
Mount Prospect. 
The reported filed by Dr. Robert 
Bussell, Cook County director of clini­ 
cal services, was presented at a pre­ 


liminary hearing Friday in juvenile 
court in Chicago. 
However, it was not discussed at 
the hearing because “it is confidential 
material,” said John Duffy, assistant 
state’s attorney. 


A special hearing has been sched­ 
uled Sept. 13 in juvenile court for 
Barkers’ attorneys, Charles Loverdc 
and James Mehl, and assistant state’s 
attorneys to discuss the legal ramifi­ 
cations of Bussell’s report. 
Duffy said the issue of whether 


Barker is competent to stand trial will 
be discussed and testimony may be 
taken from medical doctors. 
Loverde said Friday he doubts if 
Barker can aid attorneys in defending 
himself. 
“ He just can’t help us. He has frag­ 
mentary recall. He remembers bits 
and pieces,” Loverde said. 


BARKER IS BEING held at the 
Cook County Juvenile Detention Cen­ 
ter. 
Barker appeared in court wearing 


the same stitched blue jeans and blue 
plaid work shirt he wore during two 
previous hearings. 
Attending the hearing was James E. 
and Dorothy Barker, the suspect’s 
parents, and four detectives from the 
Mount Prospect Police Dept. 
In the incident at the Just Games 
arcade, 403 E. Euclid Ave., Mount 
Prospect, Barker allegedly shot Mei­ 
senheimer nine times at close range 
in the head and chest. Police reported 
he reloaded a .22-caliber revolver 
three times and continued to fire at 


other patrons in the arcade, wounding 
four persons. 


Witnesses said Barker, who had 
been playing pinball for about 15 min­ 
utes, drew his gun and started shoot­ 
ing first at Meisenheimer for no 
apparent reason. Police have no mo­ 
tive for the shooting.

shouted, 
“Just get out of here” to the other 
patrons. He later ran into the parking 
lot and shot wildly at persons in the 
street, they said.

grin might 


have meaning 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — From the 
safety of a cavelike bathroom, nar­ 
row, beady eyes stare unblinkingly 
down a pointed nose at visitors to Ro­ 
land Zamorano’s apartment, turning 
their blood cold and causing waves o£ 
goose bumps. 
But Zamorano, 21, a sophomore 
aerospace engineering student at the 
University of Texas, says the initial 
reaction to his pet timberwolf is 
caused by watching too many horror 
movies. 
Weighing 45 pounds at Vh. months, 
with a mouth full of teeth and paws as 
big as a human’s hand, it’s hard to 
believe Zamorano’s claims of domes­ 
ticity, especially when “Baby” stares 
at intruders. 
TIMBERWOLVES ARE an endan­ 
gered species by federal standards, 
but a white star on her deep chest 
proves Baby is not IOO per cent wolf, 
said Zamorano, who bought his pet in 
Albuquerque, N.M. Otherwise, she has 
the pointed nose, huge paws, thick fur 
and long ears of the wolf. 
She also has what Zamorano calls 
“double canines” — four sharp, dead­ 
ly canine teeth on the top row of teeth 
which cut like scissors with the bot­ 
tom two canines. Dogs only have one 
set of canines on their top and bottom 
rows of teeth. 
“They hold onto meat,” said Zamo­ 
rano, a Wichita Falls native. “They 
also hold onto her water bowl — she’ll 
pick it up and move it off into the 
shade when it gets hot.” 
She eats her weight in dry dogfood 
about every V/z weeks, he said, but 
has nipped at him only in play. 
“THEIR INSTINCTS are to run be­ 
fore they fight,” Zamorano said. “She 
found my downstairs bathroom to be 
the closest thing to a cave in the 
apartment and that’s her little room.” 
Baby is smart, Zamorano said, but 
she also is strong and clever and It 
takes a lot of work to train her prop­ 
erly. 
“I’ve been working with her and 
she’s coming along — domesticating 
real well,” he said. “You have to be 
with her as much as possible. 
“She’s still a bit apprehensive with 
me — she runs and hides if I make 
sudden moves, but in a couple of 
years she would get so accustomed to 
me, it would be hard for me to go 
anywhere without her.” 
When he isn’t with her, Zamorano 
chains the wolf pup outside. If he 
doesn’t, she’ll leap over the six-foot 
backyard fence -- flatfooted. 


False J)oinI) threat 
called in Woodfield 


Shoppers had to be evacuated from 
stores in a south end corridor of 
Woodfield Shopping Center, Schaum­ 
burg, Friday after McDonald’s restau­ 
rant received a bomb threat. 
The threat turned out to be a prank 
but Schaumburg police said “numer­ 
ous” stores had to be cleared while 
authorities searched for a bomb. 
Police said a McDonald’s employe 
received a call about noon from a 
man who said he placed a bomb in a 
hallway storage locker somewhere in 
the complex. 
Woodfield security guards and po­ 
lice said they discovered a small box 
filled with newspapers and an alarm 
clock in a locker near the Sears Roe­ 
buck store about two hours after the 
threat had been reported. 
Members of Cook County Sheriff’s 
police bomb squad determined that 
the package was not dangerous after 
an X-ray examination at the scene 
and later in a nearby forest preserve. 
“This has been happening all over,” 
said Schaumburg Police Chief Martin 
Conroy. “ Ifs a prank-type situation 
that's fairly common during the sum­ 
mer.”

SEC cites N.Y. mayor, banks in cover-up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - New York 
Mayor Abraham Beanie and six ma­ 
jor banks arranged the 1975 sale of $4 
billion in municipal bonds to an unsus­ 
pecting public though they knew the 
city was on the verge of financial col­ 
lapse, the Securities and Exchange 
Commission said Friday. 


The SEC, in a 1,000-page report to 
Congress, said the banks, the nation’s 
largest brokerage firm and top city 
officials covered up the money prob­ 
lems until months after the bond sale 
was complete. 
Beame, who is up for re-election 
this year, called the report “a hatchet 
job.” His political opponents predicted 
it will damage his campaign. 


The SEC cited Bankers Trust, 
Chase Manhattan, Chemical, Citibank, 
Manufacturers Hanover and Morgan 
Guarantee banks, plus Merrill Lynch 
brokers 
as 
institutions 
that 
had 
“knowledge of the crisis” but still un­ 
derwrote a $4 billion bond offering in 
the spring of 1975. 


WHILE URGING the public to buy 
bonds, the SEC said, “certain of the 
underwriters were in the process of 
reducing or eliminating their holdings 
of the notes.” 


Merrill Lynch said all its actions in 
the bond sale “were proper” and 
Bankers Trust said, “we know of no 
basis for the SEC’s charge that the 
banks acted improperly.” 
Chemical Bank denied it dumped 
any New York securities. Other banks 
declined comment pending detailed 
examination of the seven-volume re­ 
port. 
Beame, an accountant by trade, 
noted the document was released 13 
days prior to the Democratic mayoral 
primary, and called it “a shameless 
vicious political document.” He said 
sworn testimony he gave the SEC con­ 
tradicted the agency’s conclusions. 
“The facts as I know them have 
been deliberately ignored in the SEC’s 
rush to judgment,” he said. 


THE SEC SAID the accounting 
practices in New York City were so 
bad that one consultant to the city 
comptroller’s office — John Weiner — 
described them in late 1974 as “rather 
outrageous gimmickry of the genre 
usually reserved for last minute skul­ 
duggery.” 
One misleading tactic the city used 
was listing city-owned property on tax 


rolls for income purposes although the 
city gets no taxes from its own prop­ 
erty, the SEC said. 


“The 
city 
employed 
budgetary, 
acounting 
and 
financial 
practices 
which it knew distorted its true finan­ 
cial condition,” the SEC said. 


The SEC also found city operating 
expenses were paid from the capital 
budget, causing an understatement of 
city assets and leading public in­ 
vestors in New York City bonds to be­ 
lieve the minicipality was in better 
shape than it was, the investigators 
said. 


The SEC, a federal agency charged 
with supervising the integrity of pub­ 
lic corporations, stock exchanges and 
stock transactions, made the findings 
after a 19-month investigation. 


THOUGH IT DOES not regulate 
municipal bonds, the SEC has author­ 
ity to investigate that area. While it 
made no mention of the legal ramifi­ 
cations of its report, it could press 
c i v i l charges or refer criminal 
charges to the Justic Dept. 


The SEC said the irregular account­ 
ing practices cited in its report began 
years ago and persisted into Beame’s 
administration. 
Beame — one of six candidates in 
New York City’s Sept. 8 Democratic 
mayoral primary election — was New 
York’s chief financial officer for eight 
years before he became mayor in 
1973. 
By early 1975, the SEC said, leading 
city officials and major banks knew 
New York was in danger of financial 
collapse, but proceeded with a record 
$4 billion municipal bond sale any­ 
way. 
By the end of 1975, when the city’s 
financial condition was revealed, the 
bonds were selling at only 55 per cent 
of their face value, the SEC said, 
meaning investors lost 45 per cent of 
what they put in. 


SEC sources said more than 40 law­ 
yers and accountants from agency of­ 
fices in New York, Washington and 
Chicago were used during the in­ 
vestigation because of the complexity 
of the issues and the poor state of the 
city’s records. 
The SEC began the investigation af­ 
ter New York was unable to raise 
money in bond markets and was 
forced to turn to the federal govern­ 
ment for emergency loan aid. 


Banks deny fiscal crisis ivrongdoing 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Banks criti­ 
cized in a government report on New 
York’s fiscal crisis Friday denied 
“dumping” their holdings of city secu­ 
rities while selling the same obliga­ 
tions to an unsuspecting public. 
The six New York banks named by 
the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
s i o n 
issued 
blanket 
denials of 
wrongdoing although they withheld 
comment on most specific charges un­ 
til they could make a word-by-word 
study of the 1,000-page report. 
The banks rejected a SEC charge 


that they and Merrill Lynch, Pierce, 
Fenner & Smith, the nation’s largest 
broker, were getting rid of their city 
securities in the spring of 1975 while 
underwriting a $4 billion offering th 
the public. 
THE SEC SAID the firms at the 
time knew the city’s financial prob­ 
lems and didn't do enough to warn the 
public. 
“The report says we tried to reduce 
or eliminate our holdings; actually we 
increased them,” Morgan Guaranty 
Trust Co., the nation’s fifth largest 


bank, said. “We invested in the addi­ 
tional notes to help the city meet its 
financial needs and because we be­ 
lieved them to be sound investments.'’ 
Donald C. Platten, chairman of 
Chemical Bank, said his bank “did 
not ‘dump’ New York City securities 
early in 1975 or at any other time.” 
He said Chemical’s note holdings 
were higher at the end of 1975 than at 
the start. 
“We know of no basis for the SEC’s 
charge that the banks acted improper­ 
ly,” Bankers Trust Co. said.

CHICAGO (UPI) - U.S. Steel Corp. 
officials are considering shutdowns of 
plants hardest hit by foreign com­ 
petition, a South Works official said 
Friday. 


“Industry management is looking at 
plants particularly hard hit and is 
thinking of shutting them down rather 
than sustaining continued losses,” 
said Robert N. Clifford, assistant gen­ 
eral superintendent at the plant. 


The South Works “is typical of the 
worst,” he said. “And should our out­ 


look not improve, this plant could 
very well suffer this fate.” 
CLIFFORD DID not mention any 
other plants but sources elsewhere in 
the firm said the Youngstown plant in 
Ohio and the Torrence plant in Cali­ 
fornia are also under consideration. 
U.S. Steel issued a statement Thurs­ 
day saying the South Works is in “an 
acute financial squeeze.” 
The firm will call on employes and 
union officials to work together “in 
convincing federal and local officials 
the importance of maintaining a vi­ 


able steel plant in Chicago,” the state­ 
ment said. 
“South Works, like other steel-pro­ 
ducing plants in the Chicago area, is 
facing serious problems,” a company 
spokesman said. “Unchecked subsi­ 
dized foreign steel imports, mounting 
operating costs, higher taxes and gov­ 
ernment mandated environmental ex­ 
penditures” are the reasons. 
John Chico, president of United 
Steelworkers Local 65 which repre­ 
sents 8,000 steelworkers at the plant, 
said a shutdown is possible. 
Lance named in loan pact violation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Budget Di­ 
rector Bert Lance apparently violated 
a private loan contract in 1976 by 
pledging the same collateral twice, 
but the White House jumped to his de­ 
fense and said he was unaware the 
collateral had been pledged in two 
separate deals. 


The incident, latest in a series of 
controverises stemming from Lance’s 
former activities as a banker, came 
to light Friday in banking records re­ 
leased by federal investigators who 
checked into several multimillion dol­ 
lar loans Lance obtained in 1975 and 
1976. 
In this case, the records showed 
Lance, then a Georgia bank president, 


agreed to put up a 14,811-share stock 
dividend as collateral for a $2.6 mil­ 
lion loan from the Manufacturers 
Hanover Trust Co. of New York on 
June 30, 1976.

SPOKESMAN 
Robert 
Dietsch, admitting a “technical” con­ 
tract violation may have taken place, 
confirmed that, after the dividend was 
declared, Lance used the stock as col­ 
lateral for a $150,000 loan from the 
Chemical Bank of New York. 
Presidential press secretary Jody 
Powell dealt with the new Lance dis­ 
closure at two news briefings, and 
again denied White House officials 
have considered asking for Lance’s 
resignation as director of the Office of 
Management and Budget. 


“Mr. Lance,” Powell said, “says 
categorically that, at the time he 
made the Chemical loan in early Feb­ 
ruary 1976, he was not aware he had 
pledged the dividends in addition to th 
stock on the Manufacturers Hanover 
loan made at the end of June 1975. 
“There would have been absolutely 
no reason whatsoever for Mr. Lance 
to knowingly pledge the same colla­ 
teral on two different loans, primarily 
because he certainly was in no posi­ 
tion financially that would have put 
pressure on him,” Powell said. 
ASKED IF HE were convinced 
Lance acted ethically in the matter, 
Powell said, “Yes, I am.” But he 
added that, “in fairness,” the matter 
should get closer scrutiny. 


Lance faces a three-pronged federal 
investigation into his financial deal­ 
ings prior to his appointment as budg­ 
et director. 
The Comptroller of the Currency’s 
office and congressional investigators 
are reviewing transactions that in­ 
clude two large loans Lance obtained 
to help buy controlling interst in the 
National Bank of Georgia. The IRS 
a l s o is investigating aspects of 
Lance’s banking affairs. 
Commenting on the double-collateral 
incident, Dietsch said it was “techni­ 
cally” a violation of the Manufac­ 
turers Hanover loan contract, but 
maintained that bank was “more than 
satisfied” with Lance’s performance 
in repaying the loan. 
Angry over uranium plan, 
Aussies pitch it to Fraser 


SYDNEY, Australia (UPI) - Aus­ 
tralian Prime Minister Malcolm Fra­ 
ser was pelted with earth and gravel 
and narrowly missed being clobbered 
by a potted plant Friday during a vio­ 
lent demonstration against the gov­ 
ernment’s uranium policy. 


Fraser, 
surrounded 
by 
security 
forces, escaped injury in the melee 
that erupted as he arrived for a din­ 
ner at the University of New South 
Wales. 


At least 30 persons were arrested in 
scuffles with police, officers reported. 
They said most of the approximately 
2,000 demonstrators were students. 
THE PROTEST .followed by 24 
hours Fraser’s announcement that 
Australia would go ahead with the 
mining and export of uranium follow­ 
ing a two-year inquiry by the govern­ 
ment. 


Fraser’s automobile was pelted with 
eggs as he drove into the university 
grounds. As he was walking into a 
building surrounded by a ring of po­ 
lice and security men three deep, a 
handful of gravel and earth was 
tossed from the crowd. Fraser and 
two of the policemen were hit in the 
back. 


Seconds later, someone hurled a 
potted plant that missed the prime 
minister by inches. Fraser was visibly 
upset as he entered the building. 
After he was inside, several clashes 
broke out between demonstrators and 
police and at least two plate glass 
windows were smashed. 


THE URANIUM inquiry, known as 
the Fox Report, was released some 
months ago and recommended strin­ 
gent environmental safeguards and 


protection of the rights of Aborigines 
if mining went ahead. 
Demonstrations and marches were 
held in major Australian cities almost 
immediately after Fraser’s announce­ 
ment, but Friday night’s protest was 
the most violent so far. 


Police said it was one of the most 
vicious against Fraser since his con­ 
servative Liberal-Country Party coali­ 
tion came to office in December 1975.

The opposition Labor Party moved

FBI chief candidate OK** doctor 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Surgeons Fri­ 
day cut a ballooned blood vessel from 
the stomach of FBI director-designate 
Frank Johnson Jr., replaced it with a 
dacron graft and said Johnson would 
be “fully recovered” in about six 
weeks. 
Johnson said before the operation 
he would withdraw as President Car­ 
ter’s candidate for the FBI job, if 
health problems made it necessary. 
“He’s fine and stable, now. His con­ 
dition is good,” said Larry Mathis, 
vice president of Methodist Hospital, 
after the surgery was performed at 
mid-morning. 
Famed vascular surgeon Dr. Mi­ 
chael E. DeBakey, who performed the 
hour and 10-minute procedure, said 
there was an element of urgency 
about the surgery though it was con­ 
sidered “elective.” 
“THERE ALWAYS IS an urgency 
in an aneurysm of this size, because 
of the possibility of rupture. Such an 
aneurysm can rupture without notice 
and often does rupture suddenly, and 
if it does, it does become an ex­ 
tremely serious problem and may be 
fatal. 
“In fact, it’s fatal in a great major­ 
ity of patients when rupture takes 
place,” DeBakey said. 
DeBakey said the balloon-like knot

— which measured 12-14 centimeters 
in length and 9-10 centimeters in 
diameter — was the same type that 
killed physicist Albert Einstein and 
former French President Charles De- 
Gaulle. 


“We don’t regard it as a serious op­ 
eration any more,” DeBakey said. 
“The risk of the operation is less than 
2 per cent. The recovery of the patient 
is expected to be complete. I would 
expect him to be back to normal in 
six weeks with full return of physical 
activity.” 
JOHNSON, a 58-year-old Montgom­ 
ery, Ala., federal district judge, came 
to Houston Thursday and was exam­ 
ined by DeBakey. Johnson issued a 
w r i t t e n statement regarding the 
events leading up to the surgery. 
He said he did not know of the 
aneurysm until after President Carter 
announced his appointment. 
“This development means that I 
will not be available for any Senate 
confirmation hearings before the Sen­ 
ate is scheduled to recess in Octo­ 
ber,” Johnson said. 
“If any delay that is occasioned by 
my illness operates to the prejudice of 
the government, particularly the FBI, 
then I request the President secure 
someone else for the directorship,” 
the statement said. 
“I have asked the attorney general 
to request the President not to submit 
my name to the senate for the direc­ 
torship until after the surgery and un­ 
til I am assured that the surgery has 
been completely successful.”

A construction firm pleaded guilty Friday to charges of bid- 
rigging and mail fraud in a $45.7 million project on the Stevenson 
Expressway in Chicago.

Areole Midwest Corp. 
Areole, eight other construction firms and two executives were 
charged in the expressway scheme. 
The government has recommended a maximum fine of $400,000 
in return for the cooperation of Areole officers in the investigation 
that resulted in the indictments by a federal grand jury last Feb. 
28 as part of a plea agreement, sources said. 
Areole was fined $41,000 earlier this year after pleading guilty to 
m ail fraud and bid-rigging in a $3.5 million runway project at 
O’Hare International Airport in 1974. 
Stevens won't rule on Nazi bid 


Supreme Court Justice John Paul Stevens refused Friday to 
consider lifting an order forbidding the display of the swastika by 
a neo-Nazi group during any march in Skokie, a predominantly 
Jewish suburb of Chicago. 
The National Socialist party of America wanted to carry or wear 
the emblem on a march in the village of Skokie while waiting for 
their case to be heard in the Illinois Supreme Court but Stevens 
rejected their application. Stevens said the state courts are han­ 
dling the case with appropriate speed and he is “ confident that the 
Illinois Supreme Court will make its decision without any unneces­ 
sary delay.”

Sentencing was set for Oct. ll when Judge Bernard M. Decker 
could send Mermelstein, owner of Balmoral Home Inc., to prison 
for up to five years. 
Baby rhino gored to death 


A baby black rhinocerous born Aug. l l at Brookfield Zoo was 
gored by one of three adult rhinoceros occupying the same outdoor 
paddock and died, Zoo officials said Friday. 
Joyce Vismantas, the zoo’s public relations officer, said zoo offi­ 
cials were not sure which of the adult rhinoceros had gored the 
baby Thursday night. 
Brooke, the zoo’s resident rhino from Kenya, Africa, gave birth 
to the 75-pound male. It was the first time in 33 years and the 
third time ever that a black rhino was born at the zoo. 
Man dies in fire; arson probed 


One man was killed and three other persons were slightly in­ 
jured in a fire, possibly touched off by arsonists, that engulfed a 
two story brick building on Chicago’s northwest side. 
The blaze probably was started by an arsonist using an acceler­ 
ant, police homicide investgator William Savage said. A gasoline 
container was found near the building. 
Michael O’Flaherty, 59, was overcome by smoke and soot while 
sleeping in the basement of the building. He was found in a base­ 
ment washroom and pronounced dead on arrival at Illinois Mason­ 
ic Hospital. Three others in the building were treated at the hospi­ 
tal for smoke inhalation and released.

Teachers turned out for a preschool planning day, as ordered by 
Vermilion County Circuit Court Judge James Watson. He issued a 
10-day temporary restraining order Thursday. 
Danville’s 9,000 students are to begin classes next Monday. The 
strike delayed the start of school by one week. 
Hazardous materials bill signed 


Gov. James R. Thompson Friday signed Legislation extending 
federal regulations on transportation of hazardous materials to all 
Illinois roads and beefing up enforcement of the rules. 
Thompson said the bill, which exempts farm chemicals, is “ not 
aimed at placing undue restrictions on commerce.” He said Illi­ 
nois is the 25th state to adopt the federal rules. 
Previously interstate carriers have been federally regulated but 
trucks traveling only in Illinois were exempt. Enforcement prob­ 
lems occurred without intrastate regulations, Thompson said. 


Auto junkyard

He owned a junkyard in Kankakee, 
the New Era, until three months ago 
when he was “ forced out” by pres­ 
sure froip, several persons he had 
been dealing with, investigators said. 
He had been in Las Vegas most of the 
time since then. 
Palaggi’s wife reported him missing 
last Saturday. She said she last saw 
him the previous day when he left her 
to go shopping. 
The couple had been living in a mo­ 
bile home park in Lyons. 
RICHARD FERRA RA , also of Oak 
Lawn, was a partner with Palaggi in 
the Kankakee junkyard. Ferrara dis­ 
appeared two months ago. 
Police said Palaggi and Ferrara 
had been associated with Samuel An- 
nerino, a reputed crime syndicate 
lieutenant shot on an Oak Lawn street 
last month. Three slayings earlier this 
summer were linked to the struggle 
over control of the chop shops. 
Palaggi was sentenced to prison in 
1971 for cartage theft.

Not every Pilgrim wore white hat, Blackowl says 


by NANCY GOTLER 


George Blackowl wants to rewrite 
the history books. 
The full-blooded Cheyenne attended 
school on an Oklahoma Indian reser­ 
vation as a youngster and has since 
grown comfortable with life in Skokie. 
But he still wants his children to know 
the truth. 
“ Everybody thinks the Pilgrims 
came off the ship in flannel suits. No­ 


body says they were thieves and 
crooks who were put on the boats as 
outcasts,” the 28-year-old father of 
three said. “ I just wish they would 
write the history books the way it 
really happened.” 
BLACKOWL IS camping at Recrea­ 
tion Park, 500 E. Miner St., in Arling­ 
ton Heights this weekend to attend a 
pow*wow sponsored by the Mascoutin 
Society, a Chicago area folklore group 
that promotes the Indian way of life. 


He is typical of many of the some 50 
Indians who gathered Friday night to 
set up camp. They are proud of their 
heritage and pass their customs on to 
their children. But they do not con­ 
done violence and are not politically 
motivated. 
And they have managed to slip into 
white society without much notice, 
something Blackowl and others say 
they sometimes regret. 
“ We’re supposed to be the first 


Americans but at times I feel like the 
rest of the country forgets about us,” 
he said. 


“ EVERY TIM E I fill out an appli­ 
cation that asks for race there are 
boxes for Caucasian, Negro, Mexican, 
but never American Indian,” Black­ 
owl said. “ I always end up marking 
‘other’. I don’t want to become an 
‘other.’ I want people to know I’m In­ 
dian.” 


But Blackowl says violence is not 
the answer. 
“ Groups like AIM and Red Power 
had a good notion when they started, 
but now they only seem to benefit 
themselves,” he said. “ I don’t think 
they did it right when they went to 
arms and violence.” 
Blackowl does believe in passing on 
to his three daughters, aged 7 months 
to 8 years, the heritage of their ances­ 
tors.

in the ground near the body. 
Earlier in the day, a sheriff's depu­ 
ty confiscated a log that bore the car­ 
ving. “ Son of Sam.” That log was dis­ 
covered in a heavily wooded area 
across Sheridan Road from the site 
near Ganster Road where Lisa’s bi­ 
cycle had been recovered. 
Noting that cranks had had two 
days to plant manufactured “evi­ 
dence” in the area of the search, the 
deputy described the log as “ probably 
a prank.” 


THE 
RECOVERY of the 
body 
brought to a conclusion a 44-hour 
search that at different times included 
more than 150 sheriff’s deputies, near­ 
by police, Citizens’ Band radio oper­ 
ators, horseback riders and other vol­ 
unteers. 
During the early evening Wednes­ 
day and throughout the day Thursday, 
the searchers had thrown a dragnet 
over a 13-square-mile wooded area 
near the Slussers’ home. 
A helicopter from the Glenview 
Naval Air Base was used in the 
search Thursday, as well as tracking 
dogs. 
On three separate occasions Thurs­ 
day, LaMagdeleine said, the dogs 
tracked Lisa’s scent about a tenth of a 
mile into the brush north of where her

bike had been found. 
The dogs always lost the scent at 
the same location, he said, leading in­ 
vestigators to believe she had been 
abducted. 
It was decided Friday morning, La- 
Magdaleine said, to continue with a

was not in that immediate area.” 


SO EARLY FRIDAY, about 75 vol­ 
unteers and sheriff’s deputies re­ 
turned to a headquarters that had 
been set up near Ganster and Sheri­ 
dan. 
Volunteers on horseback were sent 
west across Sheridan to re-search 
through thicket and woods and a nur­ 
sery that had been combed Thursday. 


They all found little. It was a slow 
day, with people checking in with po­ 
lice on occasion but with no sense of 
urgency. 
It wa? that way until about 2 p.m. 
when two unmarked squad cars tore 
off, without explanation, to a destina­ 
tion to the north. 
The Slussers had remained most of 
the day in their home as they awaited 
news of their 5-foot-3 daughter, a 
straight-A student who had been co- 
lecting acorns to make into decora* 
tions. 


SHORTLY AFTER the squad cars 
left, a film crew from WMAQ-TV, 
NBC, drove up to the Slussers’ house, 
and Mrs. Slusser came out with her 
husband. 
The film crew’s reporter, Barbara 
Williams, told them WMAQ’s office in 
Chicago had learned Lisa had been 
found and that she was alive. 
Mrs. Slusser, the emotion showing 
on her face, rushed back into the 
house, where friends and relatives 
had been helping her get through the 
ordeal. 
Ms. Williams followed to explain 
that a Federal Investigation Bureau 
“ contact” had relayed the news to 
WMAQ. 
Relatives went to the phone to try to 
contact the sheriff’s office, and Mrs. 


Slusser said only, “ Why don't they let 
us know?” 
Ms. Williams then asked to use the 
phone to call her office to confirm the 
report. Under these kinds of circum­ 
stances, she said, she did not want to 
relay misinformation. 
She dialed the number, identified 
herself, and said, “ It is imperative 
that I confirm this report.” 
She apparently had difficulty find­ 
ing the right person to talk to, how­ 
ever, and was transfered several 
times, each time repeating her mes­ 
sage in a voice that carried a more 
demanding tone. 


IT WAS DURING this time that the 
two plainclothed sheriff’s deputies 
slipped into the house. They pulled 
Mrs. Slusser aside and asked her to 
accompany them to the bedroom. 


One had a hand on her back as they 
walked through the living room, and 
Mrs. Slusser clutched a handkerchief 
to her face, the tears welling from 
her eyes. 
A son followed, and Mrs. Slusser’s 
husband watched nervously. 
Dist. 21 Board of Education mem­ 
ber Stuart Weinstein Thursday asked 
the district administration if it plans 
to raise its insurance coverage be­ 
cause of the increase in vandalism.

That’s true of any 
culture, though. Money talks.”

“ DIST. 25 HAS to make decisions on 
what they perceive is in the best in­ 
terests of the district,” he said.

the neighborhood and will provide 
ample time for the district to work 
with the surrounding community in 
obtaining the most compatible and 
beneficial use for the site.” 


Residents in the Miner Junior High 
School area of Arlington Heights Fri­ 
day expressed overwhelming opposi­ 
tion to having Roosevelt University lo­ 
cate a branch campus in the school 
when it is closed next June.

Gunman kills six. 
then shoots self 


A young man armed with a .44-caliber rifle in Hackettown, N.J. 
shot six persons to death Friday and then killed himself with a 
bullet in the head from his own weapon, police reported. A state 
police spokesman said the gunman, who was not identified, started 
his shooting spree along the railroad tracks of this quiet northern 
New Jersey community shortly after 5 p.m. CDT. Police cornered 
the man, said to be 18 to 22 years old, in a cornfield about 5:30 
p.m. A helicopter with spotlights hovered above the field as dark­ 
ness fell. At about 9:15 p.m., as some 25 state troopers and a score 
of local police closed in on the gunman, he came out on a road 
near the cornfield and shot himself in the head, the spokesman 
said. The gunman was pronounced dead at the scene. 
Salmonellosis hits 4 states 


A multi-state outbreak of salmonellosis, a sometimes severe in­ 
testinal infection, was reported Friday by the national Center for 
Disease Control, which said the illness had been traced to pre­ 
cooked beef served in delicatessens and sold in supermarkets. The 
CDC said the outbreaks occurred in New York, New Jersey, Con­ 
necticut and Pennsylvania during June, July and August. The CDC 
said this is the third consecutive year in which precooked, ready- 
to-eat roast beef has been associated with multi-state outbreaks of 
salmonellosis. Since the problem is a recurring one from different 
producers, the CDC said it has significant public health implica­ 
tions. 
CIA operated drug brothels 


The CIA operated brothels in San Francisco and New York 
where dope addicted prostitutes fed experimental drugs to unsus­ 
pecting customers, according to newly released documents. The 
agency apparently didn't make money on the operation. It paid the 
girls in the “safe houses” $100 a day as “informers,” and other 
bills piled up for booze, bugging devices, furnishings and two-way 
mirrors. “Your agent called it ‘Operation Midnight Climax,* ” Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., told CIA Director Stanfield Turner at 
a hearing earlier this month into the agency’s drug and mind- 
bending experiments of the 1950s and 1960s. 
Eye tight sugar control in cereal 


Agriculture Dept, officials Friday announced a move which 
could lead to restricting sugar in cereals purchased under a gov­ 
ernment nutrition program for needy women and children. Assist­ 
ant Agriculture Sec. Carol Foreman said the department “is con­ 
cerned about sugar’s possible role in development of tooth decay, 
obesity and other health problems.” The agency has no authority 
over how much sugar manufacturers can put into cereals — a 
situation long complained about by some consumer groups. But it 
can put strings on cereal products eligible for purchase under 
government programs. 


The world 


‘Blood alternative to peace plan* 


U.n. ambassador Andrew Young Friday said the only alternative 
to a new British-American plan for majority rule in Rhodesia is 
“total destruction and bloodshed.” But in Rhodesia, Prime Min­ 
ister Ian Smith rejected a leaked version of the latest proposals — 
which would disband his army and disarm black guerrillas — as 
preposterous and a “complete about-face.” He said there was no 
point in trying to set timetables for bringing majority rule to 
Rhodesia. “There is a process going on,” he said. “That process is 
the process of the establishment of an independent Zimbabwe. The 
only question is how and when.” He said the United States would 
“stick with it until it happens.” 
Nations call end to S. Africa aid 


The United Nations conference on apartheid in Lagos, Nigeria, 
ended Friday with delegates from 60 nations adopting a declara­ 
tion calling for an end to military, economic and nuclear coopera­ 
tion with South Africa. The 34-point declaration, adopted with ap­ 
plause by the 1,000 delegates who attended the five-day confer­ 
ence, was less strident in its demands than many delegates had 
wanted, a Western observ er said. 
Taiwan warns U.S. on China 
Taiwan warned the United States Friday that any move toward 
normalizing relations with Peking would create the risk of a new 
war in Asia and other parts of the world. The Taiwan government 
also said it would not recognize any new Sino-American agree­ 
ments. The Taiwanese position was delivered to Assistant Sec. of 
State Richard Holbrooke by Nationalist Chinese Premier Chiang 
Ching Kuo. Holbrooke flew to Taipei Friday morning to report on 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance’s just completed mission to Pek­ 
ing. 


Housing cost 
crisis gets 
U.S. study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Housing 
Sec. Patricia Harris, saying the me­ 
dian price for a new house has risen 
89 per cent since 1970, Friday an­ 
nounced appointment of a task force 
to deal with what she considers “a 
crisis.” 


In addition, Mrs. Harris told a press 
conference, she is asking the Council 
on Wage and Price Stability to exam­ 
ine “an inexplicable but dramatic rise 
in lumber prices.” Lumber prices 
have risen 8 to 16 per cent just in the 
past three weeks, she said. 


Nor is lumber the only culprit. 
“There have been price increaes in 
every component of the complex hous­ 
ing production process,” she said. 
“We have a national problem that is 
too expensive for the average fami­ 
ly.” 


“Clearly,” she said, “I think this is 
a crisis.” 


SHE SAID THE 42-member task 
force will give special attention to lo­ 
cal land use policies, state and local 
building codes, primary and secon­ 
dary financing costs, and settlement 
charges. 


The panel also will review policies 
of the Dept. of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment, she said, and “we intend to 
put our own house in order on this 
issue.” 


The panel will be headed by Wil­ 
liam J. White, general manager of the 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Development 
Dept. Community Development Cor­ 
poration. 


“The median sales price for new 
homes is up 89 per cent since 1970,” 
Mrs. Harris said. “But median in­ 
come is only up 47 per cent. This illus­ 
trates the problem. 


“WE EXPECT THIS group to pro­ 
duce recommendations that will pro­ 
vide a better national focus on ways 
to stem or reduce the cost of housing 
and the price to the consumer,” she 
said. 


Mrs. Harris said the task force 
membership represents a cross sec­ 
tion of thinking and expertise on hous­ 
ing, and “there is a wide geographic 
reprsentation.” 


Robert Arquilla, president of the 
National Assn. of Home Builders, also 
e x p r e s s e d concern about lumber 
costs, issuing a statement urging 
“firm and immediate action” by the, 
federal government to bring the situ-1 
ation under control. 


“Builders have no intention of 
standing by while their businesses are 
being wrecked by blind economic 
forces which can be controlled if we 
act now,” Arquilla said.

Old clergy law to get high court test 
RENT A NEW PIANO 


A unique Tennesse law which bans 
members of the clergy from holding 
public office may be an anachronism, 
but it has generated at least one con* 
tender for the Guinness Book of 
Records. 


A friend-of-the-court brief has been 
filed in a Supreme Court case chal­ 
lenging the law by groups represent­ 
ing some 65 million Americans — be­ 
lieved by lawyers to be more than any 
other except government briefs. 
The case involves a Baptist min­ 
ister, the Rev. Paul McDaniel, who a 
year ago was elected as a delegate to 
Tennessee’s constitutional convention. 


BUT 
TENNESSEE’S 
state 
con­ 
stitution has a provision, dating from 
17% when anti-clericalism was rife in 
the young nation, forbidding ministers 
from holding public office. 


“Ministers of the gospel are by 
their profession dedicated to God and 
the care of souls, and ought not to be 
diverted from the great duties of their 
functions,” the contested clause says. 
McDaniel is challenging the con­ 
stitutionality of the clergy ban and his 
case will be heard during the fall 
term of the Supreme Court. Mean­ 
while, Supreme Court Justice Potter 
Stewart has ordered the clergyman to 
be seated at the constitutional con­ 
vention now in progress. 


The brief contends that the Ten­ 
nessee ban violates the “Free ex­ 
ercise” of religion clause of the First 
Amendment “because it imposes the 
penalty of disqualification from public 
office upon those whose religious con­ 
science impels them to serve as min­ 
isters of their faith.” 
“While the prohibition of the Reli­ 
gion Clause of the First Amendment 
is not absolute, the burden is on the 
State of Tennessee to establish the 
presence of a compelling interest that 
justifies infringing upon the citizen’s 
right to the free exercise of his reli­ 
gion,” the brief argues. 


“THE STATE OF Tennessee has 
not presented — nor can it present — 
any interest sufficiently compelling to 
justify impairment by a religious test 
for political office,” it said. 


It said that even if anticlericalism 
still existed in Tennessee — “which is 
highly doubtful” — it still would not 
justify the deprivation of such an im­ 
portant right as to serve in the leg­ 
islature or a constitutional convention. 
“Even if it is conceded that their 
religious beliefs may influence their 
votes on particular provisions of the 
proposed constitution, the same is no 
less true of all the citizens of Ten-

WASHINGTON (U PI) — Led by a 
teen-aged girl on horseback and an 87- 
year-old suffragette on foot, thousands 
of feminists marched and sang their 
way down Pennsylvania Avenue Fri­ 
day in a demonstration for passage of 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 


At the White House, Preisdent Car­ 
ter proclaimed the occasion “ Wom­ 
en’s Equality Day” and restated his 
own support for ERA, but he also said 
passage of the amendment is in dsubt 
partly because so many “ working 
women” oppose it. 


The 10-block march to the White 
House in breezy, overcast weather 
was intended to focus attention on 
ERA and mark the 57th anniversary 
of the constitutional amendment that 
gave women the vote. 


IT ALSO commemorated a 1913 suf­ 
fragette parade broken up by violent 
hecklers, which passed over a similar 
route but was disrupted before it 
reached the White House.

few hundred men and children, turned 
out for the march in attire ranging 
from evening gowns to white slacks.

Taylor, 15, of Mt. Vernon, Va., astride 
a brown horse, and Hazel Hallinan, 
87, a veteran suffragette and feminist 
who once chained herself to the White 
House gate in a women’s rights dem­ 
onstration some 60 years ago. 


Ms. Hallinan intended to ride most 
of the route in a car, but, leaning at 
times on the arm of presidential ad­ 
viser Midge Costanza, she walked all 
the way.

LONDON (U PI) — Thousands of 
passengers cancelled reservations and 
airlines cut flights by 40 per cent Fri­ 
day because of an air traffic control 
assistants strike and British airline of­ 
ficials said they may have “ seats to 
spare.” 
The four-day strike, which had ex­ 
pected to strand up to one million pas­ 
sengers, failed to create the chaos 
that had been expected over the long 
August bank holiday w?eekend. 
“ We expected a lot more people,” a 
British Airways spokesman at Heat­ 
hrow Airport said. “ All out flights are 
leaving on time. Provided things don’t 
alter w’e shall be able to cope and 
there might even be seats to spare.” 
CIVIL AVIATION authorities said 
airlines cut flights back 40 per cent 
until Tuesday and were using wider 
b o d i e d planes and consolidating 
flights to get passengers out. 
“ Things seem to be pretty good,” a 
Pan Am spokesman said. “ We’ve 
done a bit toward helping the situ­ 
ation by consolidating two New York 
flights tonight. Jt hasn’t been as bad 
as we feared it might be.” 
One airline executive had predicted 
the weekend strike would trigger the 
“ most chaotic holiday weekend in the 
history of flight.” 
Officials at Heathrow and Gatwick, 
London’s two major airports, said air 


traffic was more chaotic during the 
past IO days when the air control as­ 
sistants staged a work slowdown 
which delayed almost every flight 
leaving Britain. 


THE 72 AIRLINES using Heathrow 
airport announced cancelation of 160 
departing flights out of the day’s 480, 
including six long-haul services to the 
United States, Canada and the Middle 
and Far East. 


British Airways, Heathrow's biggest 
carrier, bore the brunt of cancella­ 
tions, with 85 flights in and out of Lon­ 
don axed. 
A Heathrow spokesman said an air­ 
lines’ hot line for flight information 
was working well. Few passengers 
showed up for flights that had been 
cancelled, and even more seemed to 
be avoiding the airports altogether. 
“ The indictions are that a lot of 
people have stayed away and sought 
alternative means of travel,” a Brit­ 
ish Airways spokesman said. 
“ People are taking it every well,” 
an airport official said. Another said 
Heathrow looked like a “ ghost town.” 
The strike was called by Britian’s 
air traffic control assistants to protest 
the government’s refusal to hand out 
pay hikes approved 14 months ago. 
The government says the pay deal in­ 
fringes its anti-infJation policy.

And if he emerges from the hospi­ 
tal with his own full leg instead of a 
slump, he will have his father to 
thank. 
The 17-year-old Chicago youth from 
the city’s Southwest Side lost his leg 
below the knee when his motorcycle 
collided with a car a block from his 
home. 
FIREFIG H TERS 
WTIAPPED 
the 


severed leg in ice and carted it along 
when they took Schiffer to Holy Cross 
Hospital. 
Doctors spent nine hours Aug. 16 
replanting the leg, connecting bones, 
nerves and blood vessels. 
Schiffer was in good general condi­ 
tion Friday, a spokeswoman at the 
hospital said. 
How^ever, doctors were not certain 
of the outcome of the leg replant. The 
leg had lost its pink color and had 
deteriorated severely, 
the spokes- 
w’oman said. 
DR. DENNIS GATES said it might 
be three months before they could be 


certain of success because it takes 
that long for the nerves to regenerate. 
If the replant works, doctors said, 
full credit goes to Schiffer’s father, 
Kenneth. When surgeons were pre­ 
paring to create s stump for an arti­ 
ficial leg, the elder Schiffer persuaded 
them to try to replant the leg, al­ 
though such an operation never has 
been reported successful. 
“ We tried to explain that nothing 
else could be done;” Gates said. 
Feet, hands, arms, toes and fingers 
have been replanted with success, but 
Gates explained that severed legs pre­ 
sent a bigger problem because they 


seldom are cut cleanly, but rather are 
crushed. 
When the father persisted, Gates 
and the other surgeons called ortho­ 
pedists around the nation to find out if 
any of them had succeeded with a leg 
replant. None had — but they offered 
encouragement and suggestions. 
Gates and Des. Joseph Tabet and 
Angelo Spinazolla went ahead with the 
replant. Now they, and the Schiffers, 
are waiting. 
“ They are just taking it hour by 
hour, day by day,” the hospital 
spokesw’oman said.

intend to complete a comprehensi\ e 
study of what the public wishes with 
regard to six-day delivery,” said Bail- 
ar’s prepared speech. 
T h e Postal Study Commission 
recently told Congress that 79 per 
cent of persons interviewed in a Kiel- 
U.S. pilots flying Soviet

WASHINGTON (U H ) - The Air 
Force said Friday it obtains and flies 
foreign military aircraft. Informed 
sources said that includes four to five 
Soviet-built MiG fighters. 
Sources uaid the planes were based 
in the southwestern United States and 
used to make realistic “ attacks” 
against U.S- fighter aircraft that arc 
enroute to and from bombing missions 
at a southern Ne^*ada range. 
“ They have about outlived their 
usefulness,” said one sourc*e of the So­ 
viet aircraft. He said U.S. Air Force 
tacticians are eager to get their hands 
on more up-to-date models to deter­ 
mine how b ^ to fight them. 
.\RMED FORCJES Journal, an unof­ 
ficial service monthly, said in a copy­ 
righted story released Friday that the 
Air Force had a secret “ squadron” of 
stolen or captured MiG fighters and 
interceptors which were flown regu­ 
larly to perfect U.S. air-to-air combat 


tactics. 
“ By one informed estimate, close to 
20 MiGs are now in USAF sendee,” 
the magazine said. “ Another source 
sa>-s the United States has managed 
to obtain more than 25 planes, but has 
been able to keep only about five in 
flying condition on a regular basis.” 
Well-informed sources reached by 
U PI set the number of operational 
MiGs in American hands at “ four to 
five.” 
An Air Force spokesman declined 
comment on the report ex c^ to say 
the service “ has from time to time 
obtained, operated and tested foreign 
military equipment ” 
THE MIGS HAV'E been in operation 
for more than 25 years and first flew 
against U.S. pilots during the Korean 
War. They are named after the Soviet 
designers Arten Mikoyan and Mikhail 
Gurevich who developed the pioneer 
MiG-15 and have continued with mod­ 


els up to the MiG-27. 
“ The 
Soviet-built 
planes 
which 
US.\F has been operating include 
MiG-15s, 17s, 19s and 21s,” the Jour­ 
nal said. “ They have been stolen or 
purloined from a variety of sources — 
defectors, friendly foreign nations and 
‘unfriendly’ ones as well.” 
The journal said the .A.ir Force 
failed to get a MiG-23 but it knows the 
MiG-25 “ Foxbat” interceptor inside 
and out. Soviet Air Force defector 
Viktor Belenko flew a MiG-25 to Ja ­ 
pan last Sept. 6 and Japanese experts, 
presumably along with 
American 
ones, took it apart before returning it 
to the furious &viets. 
“ Until now,” the journal said, “only 
one MiG-21 w’as known publicly to 
have fallen into western hands. That 
one ‘defected’ to an Israeli air force 
base in the summer of 1966. Israel re­ 
portedly turned it over to U.S- in­ 
telligence authorities.”

Federal Judge PYank M. Johnson 
Jr. of Alabama for director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation? For 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, yes. Fervently and thankfully 
yes. The decisions he handed down 
from the federal bench have been like 
a beacon of light and a rod of might. 
In the 50s and 60s they vindicated the 
South, America and Anglo-Saxon ju­ 
risprudence in the face of an igno­ 
rance that at the time seemed in­ 
vincible. 
And his decisions since have not 
only been against racism, although 
those were the ones that caught and 
held the country’s attention. He also 
has cracked down on the abuse of 
prisoners and the neglect of persons 
in mental institutions. 
If Frank Johnson needs any further 
recommendation as a jurist, there is 
t h e 
unimpeachable 
testimony of 
George Wallace, who has bad mouthed 
the judge for decades. When Judge 
Johnson told the sovereign state of 
Alabama that it had better treat pris­ 
oners decently or else his court wx>uld 
close down its prisons, Gov. Wallace, 
in his well-known way, accused the 
pointy-headed federal judge of trying 
to create a “hotel atomsphere” in 
Alabama's prisons. 


THAT MUST BE the Alabama ver­ 
sion of an old Arkansas line. When­ 
ever anybody objects to torturing 
prisoners around here, he is likely to 
be accused of trying to turn the 
state’s prisons into a “country club.” 
Wallace is pretty adept, or at least 
long experienced, in that kind of logic 
and appeal. A sample of his oratory: 
“Why, when they come up, the ones 
who committed those crimes, why 
should a judge worry about whether 
they have room to sleep in? They can 
sleep on their heads as far as I am 
concerned.” 
This sort of thing is a pretty de­ 
pendable crowd-pleaser and, adapted 
to the race issue, it can be a mob- 
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pleaser as well, as types luke Wallace 
and Arkansas’s Orval Faubus dis­ 
covered, to their great political profit. 
Frank Johnson’s even reply to the 
charge of creating a Hotel Atoms­ 
phere may not have been heard very 
clearly in the midst of the ruckus in 
Alabama, but it does have a certain 
staying power. Its force is undeniable 
in perspective: “The elimination of 
conditions that will permit maggots in 
a patient’s wound for over a month 
before his death does not constitute 
creation of a hotel atomsphere. The 
elimination of other physical and mor­ 
al indignities, such as the rape of a 
retarded minor four times in one 
night, with the prison officials stating 
to the victim that there was nothing 
they could do, will not be creating a 
hotel atmosphere.” 


OF COURSE George Wallace has 
been badmouthing the judges ever 
since the Furious Fifties: 
. . in­ 
tegrating, 
scallywagging, 
carpet­ 
bagging liar . . . dictator . . . doesn't 
have enough brains to try a chicken 
thief. . . ” All too few Southern Jurists 
have merited such encomiums from 
so impressive a source. 
Griffin Bell, now attorney general of 
the United States after all those years 
of being so moderate about enforcing 
its laws, now has picked Frank John­ 
son to head the FBI. That’s a good 
sign for Mr. Bell, his conscience final­ 
ly may have been pricked through all 
those layers of what passed for mod­ 
eration in the 50s. Perhaps it’s a sign 
he can appreciate a fellow Southerner 
who was not moderate about enforc­ 
ing the law of the land at the time. In 


any event, it is progress. Never give 
up on people, even the lukewarm 
types. The hope of redemption is eter­ 
nal. 
If Frank Johnson is a natural for 
the first available opening on the Su­ 
preme Court, should he head the FBI? 
The point may have eluded Ameri­ 
cans during the tenures of Patrick 
Gray and William Ruckelshaus and 
Clarence Kelley, but the function of 
the FBI is not merely to correct the 
abuses of its own agents. That may be 
a job at which a man of Judge John­ 
son’s scruples could be expected to 
excel. But the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation also has something to do 
with law enforcement — strict, tough, 
professional enforcement upon which 
lives and the national security and 
law and order depend. Is Judge John­ 
son the mali for that job, too? 


WELL, COME TO think, he was 
never a soft touch for any mouth­ 
piece. He could be as tough on a mug­ 
ger who broke the law directly as on 
a defiant governor trying a fancy end 
run around the Constitution of the 
United States. Judge Johnson is said 
to run one of the most disciplined fed­ 
eral courts in the country and has a 
reputation in legal circles as a hard­ 
liner on criminal law, though his posi­ 
tion as a hard-liner on the Con­ 
stitution may be better known from 
his battles with George Wallace. 
Frank Johnson has proved a law- 
and-order man in the old, plain Eng­ 
lish, non-code-word meaning of law 
and order. That may be just what the 
FBI and the nation could use at this 
point. The judge might have some 
catching up to do in administrative 
skills, but he would begin his tenure 
at the FBI with an elemental respect 
for equal justice before the law’. That 
is not a bad beginning, or end. 
Besides, after his five-year term 
there, Frank M. Johnson Jr. still 
would be eligible for the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


‘’Shortfall’ could signal tax relief

The case of the missing billions — dollars, that is — 
intrigues Washington and divides officials on whether 
tile situation is good or bad. 
The federal government is spending a lot less tax­ 
payers’ money than it was expected to, meaning that 
budget deficits are shrinking by billions of dollars. 
The spending “shortfall,” as it is known here, came 
into focus last year, when actual outlays dipped $11.4 
billion below early estimates. This year (fiscal 1977), 
says Budget Director Bert Lance, the shortfall may 
amount to $10 billion or $11 billion, resulting again in 
less red ink for the government than anticipated. 
SPLENDID, IS THE reaction of many officials who 
— with an eye on voters back home — watch federal 
deficits begin to melt. 
But, say some experts, it’s not as simple as it sounds, 
and in some ways, the drop may be a mixed blessing. 
No one in government can catalog all the elements of 
the shortfall — why it happens, in other words — nor 
predict how’ long the phenomenon may persist. 
“My personal feeling,” says Lance, “is that the 
shortfall will continue to be with us.” 
If that is so, adds another official of the Office of 
Management and Budget, “we could lower taxes or pro­ 
vide more money for new programs,” while still adher­ 
ing to President Carter’s goal of balancing the federal 
budget by 1981. 
SUPPOSE, ON the other hand, some of those van­ 
ished dollars are caught up in spending pipelines some­ 
where and will emerge in a rush later on? Then budget 
deficits, far from shrinking, would unexpectedly swell. 
The problem, according to the Office of Management 
and Budget and congressional budget experts, is when 
to factor the shortfall into budget estimates, or — as 
Lance puts it — “getting yourself on track to know 
where you are.” 
“Only after the start of the new congressional budg­ 


etary process,” says an official of the Congressional 
Budget Office, “w’as a lot of attention paid to outlays in 
relation to estimates.” 
Shortfalls, in other words, may have occurred in 
earlier years but no agency was matching up actual 
spending month by month, against budget estimates, as 
the Congressional Budget Office now does. 


SINCE THE congressional budgetary process came 
into being in fiscal 1976, it is possible, according to 
some officials, that some agency heads deliberately 
overestimate the amount of money their programs will 
need. 
From January of any given year, when the President 
submits his budget plan to Congress, until September of 
that year, when Congress — under its new system — 
sets final spending totals, estimates are constantly re­ 
fined, as the U.S. economy performs and pours new 
data into the Office of Management and Budget and 
Congressional Budget Office grist mills. 
So no one expects the President to hit the target 
bang-on the first time out. Nonetheless, spending in the 
last three years consistent has undercut even the most 
refined expectations. 
The budget deficit for fiscal 1976 turned out to be 
$65.6 billion — a record, but nonetheless a lot less than 
early estimates; the fiscal 1977 deficit, ending Sept. 30, 
may melt, comparatively speaking, to about $45 billion, 
well below’ original estimates. 
As for fiscal 1978, with which Congress now grapples, 
the projected budget deficit began above $61 billion, but 
may end up — said a Congressional Budget Office offi­ 
cial — in the mid-$40 billion range, partly because of 
spending shortfall, partly because tax receipts may in­ 
crease. 
The trend, in short, is favorable, though no one is 
ready to say just when, as a result of the spending 
shortfall, tax relief for families or money for new pro­ 
grams may emerge.

Carter’s defense of Bert Lance 
may prove plague on presidency 


President Carter’s broad personal 
defense of Bert Lance could plague 
him as long as he is in the White 
House. 
If he seeks to apply a higher stan­ 
dard of ethical conduct on future 
cases, the President will be accused 
of a double standard that permits 
long-time Georgia friends deviations 
he does not tolerate in others. 
If he is consistent in applying the 
standards in the Lance banking mat­ 
ter, it could mean that conduct is ac­ 
ceptable as long as there is no con­ 
clusive proof of criminal law viola­ 
tions. 
From a standpoint of principle, Car­ 
ter’s defense of his long-time friend 
and political associate might as well 
have been Richard M. Nixon speaking 
in defense of H. R. Haldeman and 
John Ehrlichman. 
Nixon, not involved in planning and 
knowledge of the Watergate burglary, 
took it upon himself to use the power 
and prestige of his job to defend Hal­ 
deman and Ehrlichman. The rest is 
history — a history recent enough 
that it should have been remembered 
by President Carter. 


UP TO THE TIME of his July 18 
defense of Lance, President Carter 
was in a position to deny specific 
knowledge or approval of irregular 
banking practices in the two Georgia 
banks Lance headed prior to his ap­ 
pointment as director of the Office of 
Management and Budget. 
From that point on, the President is 
saddled with his assertion that he 
read the detailed report by Comptrol­ 
ler of Currency John Heimann, under­ 
stands all of the implications of that 
report, and still regards Lance “a 
man of complete integrity” who en­ 
joys “my complete confidence and 
support.” 
In seizing on Heimann’s narrow 
conclusion that there was no proven 
violation of the criminal law by Lance 
or anyone else, Carter overlooked the 
warnings that Heimann spelled out on 
irregularities short of criminal law 
violations and the incomplete nature 
of the investigation. 
“We do not believe the information 
developed to date in the inqui y war­ 
rants the prosecution of any individ­ 
uals,” Heimann stated in protecting 
himself from embarrassment in the 
event new evidence should surface in 
hearings scheduled for Spetember by 


Carter has, nothing on predecessors 
Past folksy ’ presidents 
made it a point to mingle

How can a president of the Unitel States skirt the 
restrictive influences of his office and keep in close 
touch with everyday Americans? 
So far, Jimmy Carter has used broadcast talk 
shows and old-style town meetings to answer ques­ 
tions and swap comments with his countrymen But 
he has fallen far short of the remarkable informality 
achieved by some earlier presidents. 
Take James A. Garfield’s folksy technique. He en­ 
joyed pitching horseshoes (he was one of America’s 
left-handed presidents — Harry Truman and Gerald 
Ford being the other two). On clear days, he would 
go out on the White House lawn and set up the iron 
stakes himself. Then he would amble over to the 
fence, fall into casual conversation with passers-by, 
and ask them to come inside for a horseshoe-pitching 
contest. 
GARFIELD WOULD occasionally make an erratic 
toss. But most of the time he’d toss a “ringer.” 
Aside from the satisfaction of competing and win- 
ningl he relished these matches against total strang­ 
ers for another reason. He learned what they were 
thinking and carefully listened to their suggestions 
on how to make government more effective. 
As much as any man who ever occupied the office, 
Millard Fillmore had the manner and appearance of 
a president. But he — who was born in a maple- 
sugar trough in a log cabin — remained plain and 
earthy throughout his abbreviated presidential term 
in the early 1850s. Once Fillmore went into the si reel 
and asked for volunteers to join him in eliminating a 
band of pesky rats which had invaded the White 
House cellar. On another occasion he donned work­ 
ing clothes and helped hardpressed Washington fire­ 
men extinguish a Library of Congress fire. 
Zachary Taylor, the 12th president, was as plain- 
living as anyone who ever served the nation, Abra- 
hman Lincoln and Andrew Jackson included. As a 
brilliant general in the war against Mexico, Taylor 
wore a floppy old straw hat, baggy pantaloons, and 
no insignia on his shoulders (some of his officers and 
enlisted men mistook him for a “happy-go-lucky 
farmer”). 
Along the swamp paths and winding trails near the 
White House, President Taylor would greet total 
strangers with a big grin and introduce himself as 
“Zach.” A few engaged in lively (sometimes h eater 
discussions with him — without realizing that he was 
the President. 
ONCE “OLD ROUGH and Ready” (the affec­ 
tionate nickname his soldiers gave Taylor) outiitted 
himself in an old suit, and rode a hobo freight train 
from Washington to Balitmore. At an earlier date (in 
the early 1830s), President Andrew Jackson also 
“rode the rods” from the nation’s capital out to Bal­ 
timore and back. He did so quietly — minus any 


fanfare. Both presidents, born to hardship and battle 
along the American frontier, always kept the com­ 
mon touch. They figured that all citizens (hoboes 
included) were entitled to consideration at the high­ 
est levels of government. 
Rutherford B. Hayes became America’s 19th presi­ 
dent under a political cloud: His electoral-vote mar­ 
gin over his Democratic opponent, Samuel Tilden, 
was 185 to 184, and even that one was disputed. But 
gradually “His Fraudulency” (the derisive nickname 
his critics pinned on him) won the goodwill and es­ 
teem of the American people. After which he came 
to be knwon as “His Honesty.” 
Hayes never passed up a chance to go forth and 
mingle with people in everyday walks of life. He 
would do this incognito, slipping away from the 
White House in an old slouch hat and a patched, 
well-worn black alpaca coat. Off to some town in 
Maryland or Virginia by train, he’d circulate among 
the passengers. 


DURING THE MOST distressing hours and years 
of the Civil War, Abraham Lincoln never lost his 
native simplicity; nor his irresistible urge to go forth 
— almost nightly — to find out what plain, everyday 
citizens were thinking. He kept this up, incredibly 
enough, even after some prankster (or evildoer) 
fired a bullet through his large stovepipe hat one 
night. On these solitary, nocturnal rambles (Lincoln 
went everywhere alone and unguarded), the Civil 
War President would pause frequently and chat with 
strangers. 
True to legend, Calvin Coolidge was a taciturn 
New Englander who rarely smiled. More often than 
otherwise, he held his emotions in check — but on 
New Year’s Day just the opposite was true. Once, 
for example, I watched him shake hands with more 
than a thousand visitors, all of whom lined up and 
filed slowly past Coolidge inside the White House. 
My sport-writing uncle took me, a seven-year-old, 
to the White House that New Year’s Day: and I 
tickled the President’s funnybone. That solemn look 
on his face “did something” to me and. when my 
turn came to shake his hand, I sounded off: 
“Mr. Coolidge, Mr. Coolidge President, Sir — you 
look more handsome, honest you do, than in your 
newspaper pictures.” 
My uncle blushed with embarrassment, but ‘Cool 
Cal” stopped, took my hand, asked my name, and 
remarked with a grin: “That’s what I keep telling 
Grace (Mrs. Collidge) — that I’m more handsome 
than my newspaper pictures show me to be.” 
Coolidge then urged me (the “young upstart”) to 
come back to see him soon adding: “You’ve made 
my day.”

AN EVEN CLEARER warning was 
the Heimann report summary: 
“It is clear from the summary of 
information that Mr. Lance made his 
principal borrowings from banking in­ 
stitutions which had a correspondent 
relationship, including deposit balanc­ 
es, with the banks in which Mr. Lance 
served as officer and director. This 
recurring pattern of shifting bank 
relationships and personal borrowing 
raised unresolved questions as to 
what constitutes acceptable banking 
practices. 
“The report recites that the man­ 
agement of the Calhoun First National 
Bank (when Lance was president) 
from 1972 to 1975 permitted officers, 
directors, some employees and their 
families to overdraw checking ac­ 
counts in substantial amounts for con­ 
siderable periods of time.

propriety, the report set out that 
Lance and his wife were among those 
involved in the “questionable over­ 
draft practices” and noted: 
“As is developed fully in this sum­ 
mary, Mr. Lance did not file with the 
banks of which he was an officer cer­ 
tain reports of outside business inter­ 
ests and personal borrowing and of 
the borrowing by his affiliates as re­ 
quired by statute or regulations in the 
years covered in this inquiry.” 
With those clear warnings President 
Carter unwisely hurried back from a 
Camp David vacation to put his pres­ 
tige on the line for Lance to try to 
save his budget director. 
And unless the White House man­ 
agement is completely fouled up, he 
took the step with full knowledge that 


the House Financial Institutions sub­ 
committee headed by Rep. Fernand J. 
St. Germain, D-R.I., had stated that 
the Lance case revelations “raise 
very serious questions about the oper­ 
ation of national banks and their su­ 
pervision by the Comptroller of the 
Currency.” 
The congressman had introduced 
legislation two weeks earlier to tight­ 
en the regulation of changes of own­ 
ership in banks that had caused the 
failure of several Texas banks, the 
failure of U.S. National Bank in San 
Diego and the Franklin National Bank 
in New York. 


“ADDITIONAL QUESTIONS about 
the buying and selling of banks on 
credit are raised in the Lance trans­ 
actions and these are appropriate 
areas of inquiry for the supervisory 
hearings,” St. Germain said. 
St. Germain commented on Lance s 
admitted borrowing of $2.3 million 
from 
the 
Manufacturers 
Hanover 
Trust Co. and $3.4 million from The 
First National Bank of Cnicago to buy 
controlling stock in the National Bank 
of Georgia as raising “once again 
long-standing questions surrounding 
correspondent 
relationship 
between 
banks and the separate issue of the 
use of compensating balances of lend­ 
ing institutions.” 


Even if no conclusive evidence of an 
illegal “compensating balance” ar­ 
rangement in the Lance loans turns 
up, Congress has been concerned for 
some time about insider lending, con­ 
flicts of interest and other loose bank­ 
ing practices that have been per­ 
mitted and condoned to some degree 
by former comptrollers of the curren­ 
cy. 
Whether out of a misguided sense of 
loyalty to Lance or an unwise sense of 
infallibility on his own judgments on 
men, President Carter in a brief two- 
minute statement has embroiled him­ 
self deeply in defense of loose and ir­ 
regular banking practices that have 
regular banking practices that have 
been the hallmark of Lance’s career 
in banking. 
The decision to jump into a full de­ 
fense of Lance could haunt Carter for 
as long as he is president. Certainly 
Lance will be an albatross around his 
neck as long as he continues in the 
position of budget director with its 
broad responsibilities and the con­ 
stant potential for decisions that will 
infuriate various power groups. 
President Carter can’t say that 
John Heimann didn’t warn him of 
potential hazards ahead.

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Calls for decreased regulation 
Controls hurting airlines: Percy 


The airline industry may be the 
next victim of government over-regu­ 
lation, Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., 
Friday told more than 500 United Air­ 
lines employes. 
“We did it to the Post Office and 
look at what we got,” Percy said. 
“We did it to the railroads and look at 
what we got.” 
Percy, co-sponsor of a U.S. Senate 
bill on regulatory reform, said unless 
the trend toward increasing govern­ 
ment control is reversed, the airlines 
will be unable to operate without gov­ 
ernment subsidies. 
Estimating that it costs the airlines 
$50 to $100 billion a year to meet regu­ 
latory requirements, Percy said he 
does not understand industry opposi­ 
tion to regulatory reform. 
The senator said only three passen­ 
ger airlines — United, Pan American 
World Airways and Western Airlines 
— support a reduction in regulation.

PERCY SAID he believes the re­ 
form bill has about a 50-50 chance of 
passage, and expects the matter to be 
voted on by early next year. 
If successful, Percy said airline 
deregulation could lead to similar re­ 
forms in other areas like the trucking 
industry. “We’re taking the airline in­ 
dustry as the test one,” he said, not­ 
ing other industries also could benefit 
from the competition of the free mar­ 
ket. 
The regulatory reform bill now be­ 
fore a Senate committee would elimi­ 
nate the need for airlines to wade 
through government red tape before 
starting a new fare program or a new 


air route. 
Speaking at United’s headquarters 
in Elk Grove Township, Percy said 
this will allow the airlines to make 
their own decisions more quickly and 
give them greater flexibility in the 
services they provide. 
“If you trim the bureaucracy, cut 
back on all the red tape and add a 
little competition, you’re going to see 
the airline industry grow and pros­ 
per,” Percy said. “It will mean lower 
fares for passengers, which means 
more people will be flying.” 
NOTING THAT the 1974 Gallup Poll 
showed that 45 per cent of the popu­ 
lation had never flown, Percy said the 
government subsidy of the automobile 
has hindered development of more ef­ 
ficient kinds of transportation. 
“It is no small wonder that 85 per 
cent of all intercity travel is by pri­ 
vate auto,” he said. “You don’t see 
many people lined up at the ticket 
counters on the weekend to fly out of 
town. You see them in their cars on 
the highways lined up at the toll 
booths.” 
Percy said there is a tremendous 
growth potential in the airlines in­ 
dustry if prices can be kept low 
enough to compete with the automo­ 
bile. He said this can only be done if 
the government red tape is reduced. 
“We think you can really grow if 
you can get out from under govern­ 
ment regulation,” Percy said.

May support 
Panama treaty 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., Fri­ 
day said he probably will support the 
proposed treaty between the United 
States and Panama that will eventual­ 
ly end U.S. control over the Panama 
Canal. 
Although 
the 
treaty 
has 
been 
roundly criticized by conservative 
forces, Percy said the country must 
realize that “you cannot have all Lat­ 
in America united against us.” 
Percy said he realizes that it is un­ 
popular to relinquish 
the United 
States’ control over the canal. He said 
his mail has been running 95-1 against 
the proposed treaty, which calls for 
the U.S to turn the canal over to Pan­ 
ama by the year 2000. 
However, the senator said, the 
United States would be unable to 
maintain control over the canal with­ 
out local support. “There is no way to 
protect the canal with a hostile popu­ 
lation surrounding it,” he said. 
Noting that he has not read the text 
of the treaty, Percy said he did not 
want to commit himself on the mat­ 
ter. “My tendency will probably be to 
support it,” he said.

If construction delays prevented 
moving into your new home until just 
recently, don’t despair if your grounds 
look as hopeless as the La Brea Tar 
Pits. 
If nobody has clued you, fall plant­ 
ing proves ultimately more successful 
than spring planting. 
Consider the spring experience this 
year — the scorch and drought one- 
two punch: little natural rainfall com­ 
bined with heat that came too early 
and stayed too long for new plantings 
to do as well as usual. Result: Plant­ 
ing wipe-outs! 
New homeowners who gloated be­ 
cause they thought they were a fur­ 
long ahead with their landscaping ef­ 
forts may be back at the starting gate 
again. They haven’t gained much if 
their spring lawns are showing bare 
spots and the need to re-seed. 
RESEARCHERS AT O M. Scott and 
Sons, the lawn and garden people, say 
that fall is the very best time for 
starting a lawn. Nature provides con­ 
ditions that work with the homeowner 
instead of against him, in the waning 
days of summer. Weed growth de­ 
clines, making less competition for 
emerging grass seedlings, and the soil 
receives grass seed better at this time 
of year. Another plus is that damping- 
off, a serious threat to new grass 
seedlings in spring, is hardly a bu­ 
gaboo in fall. Should you decide to 
sow grass seed this fall, best results 
can be expected if you sow seed dur­ 
ing the few weeks right around Labor 
Day. Lawn experts agree that lawns 
seeded in fall produce deeper and 
more abundant root systems than sod­ 
ded lawns. 


IT ’S MORE important to plant the 
lawn first (to prevent erosion) than 
the trees. The new homeowner really 
does need some sort of landscape 
plan, whether he does it himself or 
gets professional help. Emphasis on 
the lawn forces the homeowner to 
plan where he wants his trees to go. 
Leaving enough of a circular area un­ 
seeded or unsodded to allow room for 
a root-balled tree, plus another two- 
foot circumference, 
elminates the 
need to tear up the lawn to plant each 
tree as work progresses. Areas be­ 
tween the lawn and trees can be 
planted as a lawnmower buffer zone 
with attractive groundcover as a fin­ 
ishing touch after both lawn and tree 
work is completed. 
Glossy pachysandra is a shade-lov­ 
ing groundcover that chokes out 
w e e d s ; other good groundcover 
choices 
might 
include 
ajuga 
or 
myrtle, both producing comely blue 
flowers in spring. Purpleleaf Win- 
tercreeper turns a striking purple-red 
c o l o r in fall, and this rugged 
groundcover grows in difficult spots 
under large threes where grass often 
will not grow. 
CHOOSING A TREE in fall rather 
than spring gives the purchaser a bet­ 
ter idea of its leafy fullness. Avoid 
buying trees with sloppy habits, such 
as those that have flowers with dis- 
a g r e e a b l e odors like the in­ 
appropriately-named “ Tree of Heav­ 
en.” Stay away from trees with 
stainy, unpleasant fruit like mulberry 
that drop their juice on patios. 
Potted 
and 
balled-and-burlapped 
trees can be planted up to the time 
the ground freezes. Sugar, Crimson 
King, and scarlet maples, lacy, honey 


locusts, seedless ash, linden, with its 
dense, oval overall style, even bald 
cypress, with its needle-like leaves 
and russet-brown fall color, make im­ 
pressive specimens with character. 
SHRUBS GIVE variety to the land­ 
scape, and fall-planted shrubs are less 
likely to face insect and disease prob­ 
lems for the first seven to eight 
months of their establishment. Their 
ornamental possibilities should be 
considered when choosing landscaping 
specimens for fall planting. Shrubs for 
autumn color include the winged burn­ 
ing bush, witchhazel, cotoneaster; for 
winter effect, look at the red and the 
yellow-twigged dogwoods, fantail wil­ 
low, highbush cranberry with its beet 
red berries that fairly shout for use in 
flower arrangements. 
Consider foundation plantings only 
after lawn, trees, and shrubs are ar­ 
ranged in a proper setting, bearing in 
mind that foundation plantings, should 
strengthen the architectural lines of 
the home, not camouflage or picture- 
frame the structure. 
“ A finely designed house that has 
charm arising from its own design,” 
says James Bush-Brown, co-aurthor 
with his wife, Louise, of “ America’s 
Garden Book” , “ has more in common 
with a simple, dignified landscape of 
trees and graceful lawn that it has 
with what wre have come to mean by 
‘foundation plantings’.” 
The lowest priority fall planting 
project should be flowers. Pots of col­ 
orful perennial mums can be tucked 
in for instant flowering efftct. But tu­ 
lip, daffodil and other spring-flower­ 
ing bulbs must get into the ground be­ 
fore ground freeze to produce spring 
blossoms.

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Time to renovate lawn 


This is a good time to make new lawns and reno­ 
vate old ones. From now on days should be warm 
and evenings should be cool providing ideal weather 
for grass growing. 
The first step in ridding your lawn of those ugly 
spots is to remove the dead grass (Section A). Grass 
seed in order to germinate must be in contact with 
the soil. Simply sowing seed on top of grass, be it 
living or dead, does nothing but waste seed. 
When you have cleared an area of dead grass 
you will probably find that you have removed some 
soil, too. To compensate for this loss you will have to 
spread topsoil to bring the area to proper grade. But 
before doing this loosen the soil to eliminate any 
compaction and provide better conditions for root 
growth. 
When you have finished, the area you have graded 
should match the existing grades all around it as in 
Section B. 


NEXT, SPREAD fertilizer with a 15-20-10 or 10-20- 
10 mixture on the prepared area with a reliable 
spreader at the rate of 2 to 3 pounds per IOO square 
feet. Following that spread seed with a spreader at 
the rate of 2 to 3 pounds per 1000 square feet. After

that rake the soil lightly to cover the seed. When you 
have done this you should not be able to see any of 
the seed. 
Upon completion of the seeding and fertilizing, wa­ 
ter well with a spray that will not dislodge the seeds 
and cover with a light mulch as in Section C. 
Keeping the newly seeded area moist from this 
point on is of vital importance. Moisture stimulates 
germination of the seed and once this occurs a sup­ 
ply of moisture is absolutely essential to enable the 
fragile seeding (D ) to exist and to grow. Any drying, 
will spell the death of the germinating and seedling 
grass plants. Mulching is a way of keeping the sur­ 
face soil from drying out. 


It should be noted that freezing temperatures will 
also destroy seedling grass plants. For this reason 
you should plant your grass early enough in the sea­ 
son (from the middle of August to October) to allow 
grass to become established before the onset of win­ 
ter. Incidentally, it is a good idea to prepare spots to 
be seeded well in advance of actual seeding.

Glazed roof adds drama indoors

A design feature rapidly gaining 
popularity in homes is the opening of 
the roof to allow natural lighting and 
offer a dramatic view of the sky. 
The idea itself is not new, for com­ 
mercial buildings have used this 
method of lighting large interior 
spaces, and even trucks have trans­ 
parent roofs. Most roof panels are 
made of tough plastic, tinted to re­ 
duce glare. Roll-up bamboo or other 
varieties of shades can be installed 
for additional light control. 


The slanted ceiling of the foyer con­ 
tinues into the living room past the 
closed bottom and open top partition 
which separates the two rooms. This 
exposes the skyview to the entire liv­ 
ing room.

Rockhounds made their way 
over the gravelly shore past us, look­ 
ing for agates and other goodies, com­ 
pletely oblivious to the bushes of low- 
growing raspberries heavy with ripe 
fruit. 
In the evening, with pine-clad Por­ 
ter Island as a backdrop, we dined at 
a white-tablecloth restaurant in Cop­ 
per Harbor, feasting on authentic Ger­ 
man cuisine, the likes of Weiner 
Schnitzel and Black Forest cherry 
torte for dessert. While stuffing our­

at the 
Harbor Ha us, we 
watched small craft glide past the 
picture windows, as the moon rose 
over the Copper Harbor lighthouse.

The doctor says 


Uore bulk in diet 
is doctor’s advice 


Will taking a lot of colonic irrigations cause permanent damage 
to the colon? 


I have had colon trouble most of my adult life and a number of 
years ago a non-M.D. gave me a series of colonic irrigations for 
cleansing purposes which seemed to help while I was taking them. 
After I discontinued them, I have had much more trouble than 
before. 


I am troubled with constipation and I have a lot of gas that 
sometimes gets trapped in my lower right side and I can’t seem to 
pass it. I do pass quite a bit of mucus. I would appreciate any 
advice you might give and any Health Letter you think I should 
have. 


I don’t think much of colonic irrigations. All they or enemas 
really do is to mechanically remove food residue prematurely. 
Whenever the colon is emptied prematurely, it simply waits until 
it is filled again before the normal sequence of events takes place. 


That is exactly how people get hooked on chemical laxatives. 
They empty the bowel and then are upset because there is no 
movement the next day. It is about as logical as to empty the 
ashes from a wood burning stove completely and then expect to 
have more ashes the next day even if you didn’t burn much wood. 


The constant irritation of the bowel with enemas and chemical 
laxatives stimulates strong colon contractions that cause spasms 
and result in poor bowel function. Getting people off such regimes 
and on to a sensible living pattern is not always easy. 


Per your request I am sending you The Health Letter number 
2-1, Irritable or Spastic Colon and Constipation and number 6-8, 
Controlling Gaseousness. Others who want either issue can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for either one. 
The first issue will give you a program you can follow to gradually 
eliminate your constipation problem. It won’t be easy as long as 
you have had it, so be patient. 


COLONIC IRRIGATIONS and enemas are not likely to do any 
real damage, just reenforce the early emptying and constipation 
cycle. I think everyone with such problems should have a good 
medical examination to be sure there is no serious disease present 
and then should try to get off enemas, irrigations and laxatives. 


The enema idea all began with a misconception. An observer 
saw a bird dipping oil from his oil gland at tile base of his tail and 
then oiling himself. He mistakenly thought the bird was giving 
himself an enema. For centuries since then mankind has been 
using such procedures to speed up elimination. The whole process 
is not physiological or normal at all. A person hooked on a laxa­ 
tive habit may need some help once in a while when first training 
the bowrel, but that should cease as the training progresses. 


You should try your best to include more bulk in your diet, 
particularly whole cereals such as bran, and then work on your 
habit pattern as outlined in The Health Letter.

A lcohol cleaners are out 
for using on piano keys 


Dear Roberta: What’s the proper way to clean piano keys? My 
mother used to dip a cloth in milk, wring it out and wipe them. I 
have a book that says to use denatured alcohol, and friends who 
warn me not to use anything but water. I’m confused. Can you set 
me straight? — Greta Press. 


Whether the keys are ivory or plastic, the distributors of Stein­ 
way, Wurlitzer and Yamaha pianos agree that the best way to 
keep keys clean is to take a soft, dry cloth and wipe each key 
lengthwise toward the front of the piano. If they’re still dirty, 
switch to a slightly water-dampened cloth, and then dry with an­ 
other fine, soft cloth. If the keys are plastic and very grimy, you 
can add to the cloth a very small amount of mild soap and then 
dry. Never use any cleaners containing alcohol. These cause keys 
to crack.

A fruitful solution for Mrs. Stillman’s problem in losing grapes 
from her arbor to winged creatures has been volunteered by a 
garden expert. Bees, he says, are not the thieves; they’re helpful 
in pollinating. Birds are the culprits. He claims they’re not so 
“bird-brained” as reputed. They won’t snitch the fruit if she slings 
random strands of cheesecloth over her arbor. They’ll steer clear 
of anything they fear they can become entangled in. Cheesecloth is 
inexpensive and will let through plenty of sunlight. TTie same goes 
for fruit trees. A few rolls of cheesecloth, thrown over the tree 
from a ladder, will make the crows shy away.

Fire trucks 
pump irater at 
high pressure 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brita fi­ 
n ic a l 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Peter Trowbridge, ll, of 
Visalia,Calif., for his question: 
HOW D O ES A F IR E TRU C K P U M P 
W A T E R ? 
One of the worst fires in history hap­ 
pened in London in 1666. More than 
13,000 buildings were burned and many 
thousands were left homeless. For the 
first time, people started to think serious­ 
ly about fire protection and fire preven­ 
tion. Laws, after that big fire, were 
passed controlling the construction of 
buildings and also the manner in which 
they were occupied. 
The first firefighting efforts go back 
to earliest civilization. Volunteer fire­ 
fighters existed in ancient Egypt. . 
Bucket brigades were used during the 
Colonial period in North America, but 
they weren’t effective. One row of vol­ 
unteers passed buckets from the source 
of the water to the fire while a second 
row passed back the empty buckets for 
refilling. It wasn’t a great method for 
putting out a fire. 
Hand-operated water pumps first were 
developed in the late 1600s. They were 
mounted on wheels and had long handles 
that firefighters pumped up and down 
to build pressure in the water storage 
tanks. With hoses attached to the tanks, 
water could be sprayed some distance. 
For more than IOO years, volunteers 
strained to haul the crude pumps -to fires. 
Then in the mid-1800s they began using 
teams of horses to pull the fire-fighting 
equipment. 
A first self-propelled fire engine was 
made in Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1852. It was 
driven by a steam-powered engine and 
its acceptance across North America 
was great. By the turn of the century 
thousands of communities were served 
by fire trucks that used steam both to 
move the equipment through the town 
and also to pump water out of the truck. 
Early in 1900 fire trucks with gasoline- 
driven engines were introduced and 
they quickly replaced the steam-power­ 
ed equipment that had been popular. 
With gasoline-driven equipment, fire­ 
fighters were able to start for a fire 
when the alarm was sounded. It wasn’t 
necessary for them to wait for steam 
pressure to build up in the fire engine. 
Gasoline engines also provide ample 
power to pump great quantities of wa­ 
ter at very high pressures, making them 
more efficient than any other type of 
equipment.

When an airplane reaches the speed 
of sound, it is said to be breaking the 
sound — or sonic — barrier. 
First to break the sound barrier was 
Capt. Charles Y'eager of the U.S. A ir 
Force. He made his historic flight Oct. 
14, 1947, at the controls of a Bell X-l 
rocket plane. 
When a plane flies at a supersonic 
speed, a loud noise called a sonic boom 
often results. The noise comes from a 
shock wave produced by the plane. A 
shock wave is a pressure disturbance 
that builds up around an airplane flying 
faster than the speed of sound. It results 
from a change in the air-flow pattern 
around the plane’s leading edges. A l­ 
though a sonic boom can’t hurt people, 
it has been known to break windows and 
crack plaster.

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Zisk cannon throw trims Brewers, 4-2

White Sox catcher Brian Downing 
doesn’t know if he tagged him. 
The Brewers’ Don Money said, “ He 
missed me.” 
Milwaukee manager Alex Grammas 
said, “ It was a lousy call.” 
But home plate umpire Durwood 
M errill thought otherwise, saying yes 
indeed. Downing did tag Money and 
that cut down the potential tying run 
and ended a Brewers’ eighth-inning 
rally as the White Sox went on to 
score a run in the bottom of the frame 
and win 4-2 at Comiskey Park Friday 
night. 


IT WAS A night of the arms as far 
as the Sox were concerned Friday as 
they kept pace with division-leading 
Kansas City, who still lead by three 
games. The arms belong to Steve 
Renko, Silvio Martinez and Richie 
Zisk. 
Richie Zisk? 
Though it was Renko’s strong six 
innings of two-run pitching and two 
flawless relief innings from the 21- 
year-old rookie Marintez that held the 
Brewers in check, the play everyone 
went home talking about was Zisk’s 
throw to Downing that cut down Mon­ 
ey with the tying run and completed 
an inning-ending double play. 
After the Brewers had put men on 
first and third with one out, Robin 
Yount lofted a fly ball to Zisk in right, 
who fired home about six feet up the 
line to Downing, who fielded the ball 
on one bounce and dived backward to 
tag Money going by. Luckily, first 
baseman Jim Spencer couldn’t hear 
because of the crowd noise. 


“ I THOUGHT the ball would never 
make it because the field was wet and 
would slow it down and it looked like 
it was coming in too far up the line, 
so I yelled for Spencer to relay,” said 
Downing. ‘‘Luckily, he didn’t hear 
me.” 
A 
ferocious 
argument 
involving 
Money, Grammas and M errill ensued 
with A.) M errill or B .) Grammas 
doing some bumping as the two ar­ 
gued, though no one was thrown out of 
the game. 
At the time, Zisk’s catch prevented 
the Brewers from tying the game at 
3-3, but even though the Sox added an 


insurance run in the eighth, the play 
still highlighted an otherwise loosely- 
played contest. 
“ I was just trying to get the ball 
into the infield. That’s my job,” re­ 
plied Zisk, when asked if he was con­ 
centrating on cutting down the run­ 
ner. Downing thought Zisk deserved 
more credit. 


“ ON A DRY field, that throw is per­ 
fect,” said Downing. “ Perfect.” 
The Sox jumped on Milwaukee 


starter Moose Haas in the very first 
inning to come up with all the runs 
they needed. Oscar Gamble stroked 
his 26th homer, a three-run shot to 
right that ties him with Zisk for the 
club lead. 
Haas settled down after that, giving 
up only one run, wrhen he departed in 
the eighth, but still had to take the 
loss to even his record at 9-9. 


Renko, making his second start 
since coming over from the Cubs, 


picked up his second straight win with 
help from Dave Hamilton and Marti­ 
nez, who notched his first major 
league save. Renko gave up ll hits in 
six innings. However he only had one 
bad inning. In the sixth the Brewers 
got four hits but only one run, thanks 
to Don Kessinger’s leaping catch of a 
liner off the bat of Money. Kessinger 
then fired to first to double off Cecil 
Cooper.

SAN FRANCISCO - The Cubs re­ 
turned to their winning ways against 
the San Francisco Giants here Friday 
night with a 5-2 victory. 
It was the visitors’ fourth win in as 
many tries this season at Candlestick 
Park and the ninth in IO meetings 
with the Giants this season. The Cubs 
lost their only game to the Giants 
Tuesday in Chicago. 
Rick Reuschel, 18-5, took another 
step toward his first 20-win season by 
throwing seven innings before Bruce 
Sutter eventually came in to preserve 
the lead. 
The win reduced the Philadelphia 
Phillies’ lead over the Cubs to eight 
games, making the Chicagoans 1-2 on 
the road trip. The Cubs continue the 
series with the Giants this afternoon 
and finish Sunday. 
THE CUBS BEGAN early on Giant 
pitching by tagging starting and los­ 
ing pitcher Jim Barr, 11-12, with two 
runs in the second inning. A two-out 
bloop single by Reuschel drove in 
Bobby Murcer and Manny Trillo. 
In the fifth, Morales blasted his loth 
home run of the season over the left 
field wall with Greg Gross on second 
base. It was Morales’ third homer of 
the season in Candlestick Park and 
his first RBIs in eight games.

Where have all the secretaries 
gone? 
Sharon Kleban wishes she knew the 
answer. 
“We can’t find a secretary to save 
our lives. They run in cycles, and 
we’re in a very low cycle right now,” 
Mrs. Kleban said. As assistant man­ 
ager at the Dynamic Personnel, Inc. 
office, 936 Piper Lane, Wheeling, 
she’s among the northwest suburban 
personnel specialists hunting for qual­ 
ified secretaries. 
Low salaries could account for the 
dearth of experienced secretaries in 
some industries, Mrs. Kleban said. 


She also believes an increasing num­ 
ber of former secretaries are no long­ 
er content to remain in the profession. 
“You’ll find that most secretaries 
who have good skills, if they’re a good 
secretary and they have a brain in 
their heads, they want to move up,” 
Mrs. Kleban said. “It see ms to be 
more of a stepping stone than a ca­ 
reer in itself.” 
Typing and shorthand skills are 
among the basics required for secre­ 
tarial work. Yet Mrs. Kleban finds 
some job applicants have had little 
training in office skills. Average skills 
include 55 words per minute for typ-

Small business 
faces more woes 


Thousands of small business proprietors will be earning less 
than the wage they pay a good worker if Congress passes the 
proposed increase in the minimum wage law, the National Feder­ 
ation of Independent Businesses said Friday. Federation president 
Willis Johnson said answers to a recent survey indicated that 15 
per cent of the country’s 3.5 million small business proprietors 
believed the proposed law would force them to pay workers on the 
average more than they could earn themselves out of the business. 
The bill would raise the minimum to $2.65 an hour from $2.30. 
Employers who currently net about $10,000 a year said the higher 
minimum wage could cut their personal income as much as 13 per 
ent. 
Felker buys Esquire Magazine 


Clay Felker, former publisher of New York Magazine and The 
Village Voice, has bought Esquire Magazine, the country’s oldest 
masculine interest magazine, from Esquire, Inc., it was an­ 
nounced Friday. Felker’s associates in the purchase are Associ­ 
ated Newspapers, Ltd., a British group, and writer Milton Glaser. 
In a formal statement, Esquire’s board recalled that the maga­ 
zine’s readership and circulation were dealt an adverse blow b°te 
in 1974 by an avertising research report by the H. R. Simmons Co. 
The board said the magazine has recovered significantly and has 
since obtained a much better report from Simmons. Newsstand 
sales were up IO per cent in the second calender quarer of 1977 
from a year ago.

A new process for recycling used motor oils to turn them into a 
quality roughly comparable to virgin oil was announced Friday by 
Phillips Petroleum Co. Motor oils have been re-refined and reused 
for many years, but the older processes have a number of prob­ 
lems. The new process solves these problems and is faster and 
cheaper than the older processes, J. W. Davison, vice president of 
Phillips Research and Development said. 
Venezuela wants back oil taxes 


The Venezuelan government will seek a compromise agreement 
with international oil companies on back tax claims of more than 
$220 million, the newspaper El Nacional said Friday. Other tax 
claims for more than $500 million lodged against 33 U.S. and other 
foreign oil companies last year will remain in effect, El Nacional 
said. The newspaper said President Carlos Andres Perez had sus­ 
pended suits against the oil companies and had appointed a com­ 
mission to study the tax claims. El Nacional said the move appar­ 
ently was aimed at seeking a settlement similar to a 1966 agree­ 
ment on back-tax claims which orginally called for close to $500 
million, but which was settled for less than $200 million.

Three years’ experience and good 
skills should mean a salary in the $190 
to $210 a week range, she said. 
Although typical salary ranges are 
$600 to $700 a month for many secre­ 
taries, an executive secretary work­ 
ing for a large company may earn 
$15,000 to $18,000 a year, said Leigh 
Carter, general manager at Snelling 
and Snelling employment service, 1401 
Oakton, Des Plaines. 


But there’s more than money at 
stake when a former secretary de­ 
cides to change professions, Carter 
said. The desire for responsibility and 
a change of environment may spark 
the change. 
The shortage of skilled secretaries 
has deepened within the past couple 
of years, Carter continued. The wom­ 
en’s liberation movement and the en­ 
couragement for women to enter the 
job market may account for the 
trend, he said. 
“NORMALLY, THE traditional role 
of an executive secretary has been as 
an assistant to that person (an execu­ 
tive),” Carter said. He noted that sec­ 
retaries may be asked to carry out 
“non-vocational” jobs such as person­ 
al errands for the boss. Some secre­ 
taries dislike this aspect of their job, 
while others accept it, Carter said. 
Typing and secretarial work contin­ 
ue as professions for women. Male ap­ 
plicants for secretarial jobs have been 
encountered “only once or twice in 
the past 12 years” by Lavurne Hefter, 
a counselor at the Sheets Employment 
Service, 120 W. Golf Road, Schaum­ 
burg. 
The number of female applicants 
for secretarial jobs isn’t exactly over­ 


whelming either, Ms. Hefter sai.d “A 
lot of women aren’t interested in 
being secretaries. They don’t want to 
be a flunky. In plain English, they 
don’t want to be a ‘gopher’ for the 
boss.” 


For example, one secretary who 
worked for a large coproration com­ 
plained that her main job was serving 
coffee at executive lunches, Ms. Hef­ 
ter said. The secretary was asking 
other office workers for work in order 
to keep busy. 
HOWEVER, AT THE Union Oil Co. 
of California eastern region offices, 
1650 E. Golf Road, Schaumburg, Vi­ 
vian Herman reports little difficulty 
in attracting qualified secretaries. 
Mrs. Herman, assistant manager of 
employment and recruiting, said sec­ 
retaries usually are promoted from 
within the ranks of office “stenos.” 
When there are openings for starting 
positions, the company hires students 
from the Harper College secretarial 
training 
program 
or

sources, she said. 
For companies experiencing diffi­ 
culties in hiring secretaries, a recent 
survey by the Dartnell Institute of 
Business Research, Chicago, may of­ 
fer a clue to secretaries’ attitudes. 
Twenty-six per cent of the “middle 
level” secretaries said none of the 
personal chores assigned by their bos­ 
ses were legitimate, while ll per cent 
of those who view themselves as “top 
level” secretaries felt the same way.

This van has bureaucrats boiling 
N.Y. red-tapers set sights low 


NEW YORK - A good definition of 
a bureaucrat would be a person who 
has forgotten what he’s there for, 
who thinks the red tape is the reason, 
the process is the purpose, the mess- 
up is the message. And New York 
City, with its remarkable capacity for 
self-parody, has just given us another 
striking example of the bureaucratic 
mind at work. 
This one involves a pair of enter­ 
prising New Yorkers who committed 
the high crime of trying to improve on 
the city’s public transportation sys­ 
tem. Their enticement to Upper East 
Side residents who admire neither 
overheated subways nor overpriced 
taxis was a single, 14-passenger air­ 
conditioned van operating to midtown 
and Wall Street for a fare of $1.50. 
At first blush (an emotional reac­ 
tion unknown to the true bureaucrat), 
this plan might not seem worthy of 
any bureaucratic attention at all. In­ 
nocent taxpayers might believe the 
country’s 
urban 
government 
had 
some other problems that ought to 
take priority. As a political-economic 
issue, this one might seem to rank 
somewhere below Amy Carter’s lem­ 
onade stand. 
WHAT’S MORE, it appears that 
some of the legal niceties had been

attended to in the case of the would-be 
commuter bus service: the two young 
men w'ho launched and operated it 
had been part-time taxi drivers and 
their van dutifully wore authorized 
liver}’ license plates. 


But, sure enough, their operation — 
optimistically dubbed “A Touch of 
Class” — quickly ran afoul of the Di­ 
rector of the New York City Bureau of 
Franchises (a 1984-style title, if I ever 
heard one), who delcared (I) any 
regularly scheduled route was illegal 
if it did not have a franchise; (2) he 
would ask the police to arrest the op­ 
erators the following morning. 


Well, you have to admit that this 
attempt — without Big Berther’s per­ 
mission — to provide an alternative, 
environmentally sound transit service 
represented a major threat to the fi­ 
nancial future of New York City. 


After all, if it were allowed to suc­ 
ceed, the next thing you know people 
would be demanding a much better 
performance from the city’s own tran­ 
sit operations. And while it may have 
taken the authorities more than a 
year to catch the alleged Son of Sam, 
you have to commend them for their 
unparalleled speed in moving against 
the little blue van. 


But the story doesn’t end there. 
First, it turned out that there had 
been another dastardly, unauthorized 
jitney service operating from the Riv­ 
erdale section of the Bronx into Man­ 
ti a 11 a n 
for 
almost 
two years. 
(“They’re illegal,” cried the outraged 
Director of Franchises, Morris Tar- 
shis. 
“I’ll have the police after 
them.” ) 


THEN THE operators of “A Touch 
of Class” showed a bit of it them­ 
selves by cheerfully accepting the bu­ 
reaucratic censure and asserting they 
would be delighted to buy a city fran­ 
chise license — which costs only $150. 
But Catch 22 surfaced instantly: to 
get such a franchise would take about 
two years. 
On the face of it, the rationale be­ 
hind all of this looney regulation is the 
same as that which has fouled the na­ 


tion’s airline system and earlier 
crippled its passenger railroads. In 
practice, the passenger pays both for 
inferior service and for disguised sub­ 
sidies — part of which go, ironically, 
to fund the bureaucrats who consider 
it their duty to limit his choices. 
One sees the same governmental 
doublethink in, for example, the Post­ 
al Service — as it simultaneously wor­ 
sens its own performance and grouses 
that customers are turning to cheaper 
and 
more efficient private com­ 
petitors when they become available. 
Indeed, there is a precedent right in 
New York’s sick transit: for decades, 
“reformers” 
decried 
the 
“uncon­ 
scionable” profits being made by the 
private subway companies, which fi­ 
nally were forced from the scene; 
now the service is ten times more ex­ 
pensive — and ten times worse. 
The two driver-owners who pre­ 
sented the latest threat to bureau­ 
cratic contentment used to be, respec­ 
tively, a psychotherapist and a classi­ 
cal musician. If all else fails, I sug­ 
gest they turn their experience into a 
Freudian comic opera; I predict they 
would draw enthusiastic crowds, and 
they wouldn’t need any government 
subsidies at all.

Trade and protectionism: the ‘unknown’ vital issue 


WASHINGTON — No issue is more 
important, yet more fuzzy in the 
minds of average Americans, than the 
question of trade and protectionism. 
“ It is the fear of the unknown that is 
the biggest overhang in this whole 
subject,” said Robert Strauss, Presi­ 
dent Carter’s special trade represen­ 
tative. 
“ The American public has never got 
interested in trade,” he said. “ But in 
Europe, people read and talk about 
trade the way people here talk about 
baseball.” 
Strauss is currently crisscrossing 
the country on a selling campaign. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The stock 
market fell to a 19-month low this 
week and provoked some analysts to 
predict a recession in the near future. 
Trading was nervous and slow. 
The Dow Jones industrial average, 
a 7.62-point loser last week, dropped 
8.06 points to 855.42. On Thursday the 
blue chip indicator finished at the low­ 
est level since it closed at 852.41 on 
Dec. 31, 1975. The Dow has lost 68 
points since July 22 and 149.23 so far 
this year. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
common stock index dropped .78 to 
52.60 and Standard & Poor’s 500-stock 
index, containing some over-the-count­ 
er issues, fell 1.45 to 96.06, the lowest 
level since it closed at 95.57 Jan. 13, 
1976. 
Declines routed advances, 1,172 to 
606, among the 2,097 issues crossing 
the composite tape. 
B IG B O A R D

The market’s severe slide the past 
five weeks has produced pessimism 
about the outlook for the economy, 
which is slowing down after a strong- 
er-than-expected first half. 
Heavy selling followed reports that 
G. Stanley Berge of Tucker Anthony, 
R. L. Day Inc., a highly regarded 
analyst, 
was 
predicting a 
“ min­ 
irecession in the next six to nine 
months.” 
Berge, who had been in a minority 
until this week, forecast “ an unprece­ 
dented and large decline in corporate 
p r o f i t s , 
vis-a-vis 
general 
ex­ 
pectations,” according to a report in 
the Wall Street Journal. 
Business Week magazine said the 
economy was plagued by OPEC’s 
high oil prices, the nation’s $14.9-bil- 
lion trade deficit, the recent surge in 
the nation’s money supply, tighter 
Federal Reserve policies and higher 
interest rates. 


His pitch is that the United States 
must resist protectionism as strongly 
as possible, and take the lead in 
bringing negotiations in Geneva for 
expanded and freer trade to a suc­ 
cessful conclusion. But, he assures 
business and labor, there won’t be 
any U S. “ giveaways.” Business and 
labor like that kind of talk. 
PERHAPS UNFAIRLY, Strauss has 
become identified as the leader within 
the Carter administration of a protec­ 
tionist group. That has resulted from 
his successful sponsorship, with the 
help of Carter assistant Stuart Eizens- 
tat, of Orderly Marketing Agree­ 


ments, designed to limit imports of 
Japanese color TV sets, and Taiwa­ 
nese and Korean shoes (mostly cheap 
ones). 
Strauss argued that to say “ no” to 
all of the demands from shoe and tele­ 
vision producers and workers — and 
their representatives in Congress — 
was not practical. He feels that the 
“ defensive” alternative of the OM As 
tamped down what could have been a 
virulent strain of protectionism. 
Now, he says, the United States can 
refocus its attention and leadership in 
getting a good result in Geneva. And 
there, the burler will be on him as 
chief negotiator. 
But the backdrop for Geneva is a 
world troubled by slow economic re- 
c o v e ry and high unemployment, 
which greases a backwards skid into 
narrow economic nationalism. 
IN THE 21 MONTHS since industri­ 
al heads of state pledged at Ram- 
bouillet, France, to make war on pro­ 
tectionism, almost all of their coun­ 
tries, many of them politically un­ 
stable, scurried to unearth or refurb­ 
ish hidden subsidies and other restric­ 
tive devices. 
Ifs the proliferation of such non-tar­ 
iff barriers to trade that makes rever­ 
sal of the trend so difficult. 
Treasury Secretary W. Michael Blu- 
menthal, who was chief U.S. negotia­ 
tor in the “ Kennedy Round” of the 
late 1960s, recalls: “ In the old days, 
you could sit down and say, ‘OK, I ’ll 
take my tariffs down to 35 per cent if 
you take yours down on this product 
by ‘x’ per cent.’ ”

But now, the French talk of “ organ­ 
ized” free trade, whatever that con­ 
tradiction of terms means. The United 
States has not only the shoe and TV 
OMAs, but is about to squeeze back 
textile imports from Hong Kong and 
Korea. There are also U.S. quotas on 
specialty steels, beef, veal and mut­ 
ton. . 


AN IM F REVIEW lamenting cur­ 
rent developments says that France, 
West Germany and Great Britain 
have restrictions on textile and fin­ 
ished clothing imports from devel­ 
oping countries. Japan has decided on 
a policy of “ self-restraint” that curbs 
their sal es of TVs and autos in Great 
Britain. 


Meanwhile, the Japanese use a net­ 
work of bureaucratic devices to make 
it almost impossible for exporters of a 
host of goods to crack the Japanese 
market. The poor developing nations 
also know all the tricks, and have 
been using them freely to limit im­ 
ports. 
A good result out of Geneva, Blu- 
menthal thinks, would require tariff 
reductions averaging about 25 per 
cent, and a “ beginning approach” to 


barring the use of internal subsidies 
and tax devices to stimulate exports 
and impede imports. 
The United States also hope to get 
a world agricultural agreement that 
will set up a grain “ reserve,” and to 
break down some of European protec­ 
tionist devices for agriculture, without 
scrapping the so-called Common Agri­ 
cultural Price system. 
SUCH A PACKAGE would amount 
to a reversal of the current trend. To 
get it, Strauss will have to call on all 
of his talents for wheeling, dealing, 
and cajoling. “ There are too many 
ghosts in this whole area,” he says. 
“ We’ve got to let our trading partners 
know that while we expect very sub­ 
stantial results, we don’t expect to

Wise estate plan offers 
adequate assets in cash 


An increasing concern in estate 
planning is providing for cash among 
the assets for payment of taxes, legal 
fees, outstanding debts, immediate 
money bequests and executor fees 
when settling an estate. Cash must be 
available to pay taxes within nine 
months of death. 
The federal government does not 
accept promissory notes or IOUs. The 
Internal Revenue Service insists on 
cash. If cash is not available, land, a 
house, 
income-producing 
property, 
stocks, bonds, a business interest or 
other assets must be liquidated. 
Sometimes a forced sale of assets 
quickly or at the wrong time results 
in a sizable loss. Real estate particu­ 
larly represents an illiquid asset that 
usually can be sold quickly only at a 
substantial discount. Stocks may be 
depressed and a forced sale could re­ 
sult in a loss. With bond prices de­ 
pendent 
on 
roller-coaster 
interest 
rates, they could yield less than ex­ 
pected value if sold prior to maturity 
in a depressed market. A business in­ 
terest or limited partnership are other 
highly illiquid assets. 


TRADITIONALLY, insurance on a 
decedents life has been counted on 
to provide immediate cash for settl­ 
ing an estate. When cash value insur­ 
ance is adequate and has been owned 
for many years with level premiums 
or as a paid-up policy, cash require­ 
ments may be satisfied. 
However, as the value of estates 
has increased, so have taxes and ex­ 
penses. 
Therefore, 
cash 
available 
from insurance policies to a spouse to 
reduce an estate could create a cash 
shortage. An inheritance or other 
windfall could push estate taxes be­ 
yond the cash available from insur­ 
ance already owned. 
What are the alternatives for pro­ 
viding cash in estate planning? 
More insurance could be one answer 
— if you are insurable. A person be­ 
yond 50 or 60 years of age may not

qualify for new insurance or may 
qualify only for a sub-standard policy 
at a high premium. Paying high in­ 
surance premiums could reduce cur­ 
rent income available for spending to 
undesirable levels. On the other hand, 
insurance offers great leverage — the 
possibility of instant cash for a rela­ 
tively small premium. 
A man age 60, for example, could 
buy annual renewable term with 
death benefits of $25,000 for about $520 
annual premium. At age 70 the annual 
premium on a renewable basis only 
would increase to about $1,235. A non­ 
standard term or cash-value policy 
could cost several times more each 
year. 
MANAGING YOUR assets for liq­ 
uidity offers another approach. Here 
you need to balance the risks of var­ 
ying price with yield. All negotiable 
bonds, for example, vary in price 
when resold in the secondary market 
before maturity according to current 
interest rates. Treasury bills in 90-day 
or 6-month maturities would secure a 
specific price within the period • re­ 
quired for taxes. Also, E-bonds and 
H-bonds retain their specified value 
regardless of interest variations. Both 
pay 6 per cent average yield over 
5- and 10-year maturities, respective- 
iy- 
“ Flower bonds” are specific issues 
of U.S. Treasury bonds accepted at 
their face value for payment of estate 
taxes. Because of their relatively low 
coupon rate, they may be bought at a 
discount that varies with long-term in­ 
terest rates — a bigger discount when 
interest rates are relatively high. For­ 
ward planning could add “ Flower 
bonds” to a portfolio when discounts 
are greatest or E- or H-bonds when 
interest rates are relatively low. 
Expect to pay a price for liquidity, 
as yields on fixed price or highly liq­ 
uid assets will be less than on long­ 
term assets, such as real estate or 
bond. A skillfully drawn estate plan 
will provide a mix of investments and 
insurance to assure adequate cash. If 
you wish more liquidity, switch assets 
at the right time to avoid losses.

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Colonel prefers horses to airplanes

Dana Elcar, tough Colonel Lard in the “ Baa 
Baa Black Sheep” series, is considerably 
more attached to horseflesh than airplanes 
when he’s not on camera. 
He is a member of Hollywood's horseback 
riding gentry as opposed to railbirds at the 
race track such as Walter Matthau and Jack 
Kingman. 
Elcar, a native of Michigan, grew up on a 
farm where horses were a part of everyday 
life. He has never lost his affection for riding 
and the great outdoors. 


The result is a life style compromise be­ 
tween suburbanite and country squire. 


Elcar, a balding, round faced man of inevit­ 
able good humor, makes his home on an acre 
and a half of the San Fernando Valley, a 45- 
minute drive from Universal Studios where 
“ Baa Baa Black Sheep” is filmed. 


Separated, Elcar is the father of two daugh­ 
ters, Chandra, 6, and Nora, 22, by two different 
wives. 


He lives alone in his three bedroom brick 
and wood California ranch-style house which 
is bordered by whitewashed fences. Each of 
his daughters has her own bedroom, occupied 
on frequent visits. 


The grounds are lush and green, dotted with 
plum, apricot and persimmon trees. There 
also are a dozen grape vines and a grow ing 
forest of evergreens. Elcar buys a living 


Christmas tree each holiday season and plants 
the symetrical fir trees every January. 


Out back there is a pasture area and a barn 
with stalls, a tack room and hay barn com­ 
bination. 
Six horses occupy the grounds. Chandra has 
her own pony and Nora has a mare which 
foaled this spring. Elcar has his own saddle 
horse, of course, qnd boards two other horses 
for friends. 


“ I ride when I can with my daughters,” 
says Elcar. “ A lot of my friends like to come 
out on weekends and ride the endless trails in 
the hills around here.” 


But it’s not all fun and games. The girls 
muck out the stables while Dad fixes the 
fences,,keeps the watering troughs filled and 
hauls loads of hay in his 1950 Ford pickup. 


A blacksmith comes by every six weeks, 
but the veterinarian is a stranger because, 
“ our horses live outdoors and are very healthy. 
And they are ridden all the time so they get 
plenty of exercise. 


“ I loved to ride as a kid on our farm near 
Pontiac and somehow I feel there’s a value in 
staying in contact with animals.” 


Elcar is a man of many talents and interests. 


He keeps a 31-foot trimaran sailboat 35 miles 
up the coast from Los Angeles and often takes 
friends on weekend cruises to the nearby 
channel islands. 


He’s also an excellent carpenter who de­ 


lights in making furniture. Dana converted 
his garage into a w ood working shop and has 
turned out a spectacular coffee table, a set of 
pine shelves gleaming with six coats of varnish. 
His favorite creation is the cradle he made for 
Chandra. 


Elcar is handy in the kitchen, too. His con­ 
coction of green noodles, shrimp and mush­ 
rooms is a gourmet delight. His fish stew isn’t 
bad either. 


“ Sometimes I ’m too tired to cook w hen I get 
home from work,” Elcar says, “ so I stop on 
the way for a bite. Nora pitches in when she’s 
visiting and little Chandra likes to fuss around 
in the kitchen too.” 


The day begins for Dana Elcar at 5 a m. He 
feeds and waters the animals, including Yeppe 
(a Danish name), a miniature collie and shep­ 
herd, and Duke, an Australian shepherd. 
There is also a cat, Elenora, who keeps down 
the mouse population in the haymow. 
I 


After caring for the livestock, he exercises 
on a 10-speed bike unless he decides to get in 
some jogging. Then it’s off to location sites or 
the studio for the NBC-TV series. 


Elcar lives in boots and denims around his 
property. Sometimes he even wears his work 
clothes on regular trips to Hollywood where 
he’s had an improvisational acting workshop 
for a dozen years. Currently he is affiliated 
w ith the Los Angeles Actors Theater. 


How does Elcar find time for .all his activi-* 
ties? 


Dana Elcar plays tough Colonel Lard in 
the “ Baa Baa Black Sheep/' series 
Tuesdays at 7 p.m. on Channel 5. 


“ I ’m a worker,” he explains. “ But I like to 
play too. If I can combine work with play — 
like cooking, holding acting classes or making, 
furniture — then everything falls into place.

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Geneva Lake 
a playground for 
the rich — and 
the not-so-rich

It is beaches and bars, boats and motels, 
fishing, golf courses, ski slopes, mansions, 
campgrounds, resorts and much more. 
It is Geneva Lake in Wisconsin. Its deep 
blue waters and 27-mile shoreline are a year- 
round playground for Chicagoans of all ages, 
incomes and interests. It has been their play­ 
ground for more than IOO years, ever since 
wealthy Chicago businessmen saw the lake 
and decided it would serve nicely as the site 
for their summer retreats. 
Geneva Lake, more than the myriad of 
things to do, is people. Their playground has 
changed over the years, and there are thou­ 
sands more of them now. But the lake still

reflects in each person there, telling its story 
through them. . 
People like John Hatch, Jr., who com* 
mutes from a rented summer home near the 
lake to his job as executive vice-president of 
Acme-Wiley Sign Co. in Elk Grove Village. 
His wife and children spend the summer on 
the lake, while he drives daily 60 miles to 
work. 
“I’ve been coming here for 30 years,” 
Hatch says. “W ith my parents at first. It’s a 
beautiful lake. 
“I can commute to work in an hour and ten 
minutes. Heck, it can take that long to get 
downtown from here (Elk Grove Village), 
and I don’t have to fight the traffic,” he said. 


Hatch echoed a sentiment expressed by 
many who live at the lake: “I would have 
you write that it is a lousy place, and there 
are better places to go,” he said, and quickly 
added, “That’s because there are enough 
people there now.” 
For the many Chicagoans who are not 
fortunate enough to maintain a house at the 
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lake, the exodus north begins early Friday’ 
afternoon. 
Traffic on Rand Road changes character, 
as shoppers and commuters give way to a 
steadily swelling stream of mobile homes 
and Station wagons laden with weekend 
vacationers. 
By 4 p.m. the convoy is at full strength, an 
armada of trailered boats being hauled 
north to Wisconsin. 
A second wave comes after dinner. This 
evening entourage on 111. Rt. 12 is younger, 
mostly 18 to 21-year-olds in search of the 
hard liquor denied them in Illinois. 
Their objective and the center of activity 
around the lake is the town of Lake Geneva, 
a small community that wraps around the 
east end of the lake. The local population is 
about 5,000, but swells to as high as 70,000 
during a hot summer weekend. 
Kirk Magnuson has been tending bar in 
Lake Geneva for six summers, which he 
says has exposed him to about all the types 
of people who come to the lake. He works at 
the Top Deck, an upstairs lounge at the 
public docks. At one time, the lounge was a 
popular spot for the big bands and the likes 
of Louis Armstrong. 
But that was before Kirk’s time, and he 
describes a different clientele now. 


What about today? Are the outsiders 
resented now? “No,” said Mrs. Hackett, 
“they still provide the jobs. But I wish they 
would stop building the condominiums.” 


I^ake Geneva’s biggest “industry” is still 
the vacationers. Most of the town’s popula­ 
tion is employed in a myriad of jobs serving 
the tourists’ needs. 


Tom Reid has piloted sightseeing boats 
around the lake for four seasons. He talked 
about the vacationers and his job as he 
looked out the port window of the excursion 
boat Louise. 


“The out-of downers make things pretty 
crowded, but they’re the reason I have my 
job,” he said. 


“Northwest suburbs? Oh yeah, we get an 
awful lot of kids from there. They’re mostly 
the 18 to 21 crowd.” He leaned on the bar and 
said, “Maybe this place isn’t the same as it 
was 40 years ago, but it’s a good place to 
come and meet people. We had the Grass 
Roots (a rock band) here a couple of weeks 
ago, and a lot of kids came for that.” 


Kirk described the various discount drink 
deals offered during the week to attract the 
young crow d. including a couple of nights of 
“liquidation” w here two dollars at the door 
lets you buy drinks for a quarter all night. 
While many of the teens drive up to the 
lake and back the same night, other vaca­ 
tioners stay for the weekend. Their accom­ 
modations range from one of the expensive 
resort complexes to campgrounds such as 
Bigfoot State Park just south of Lake Geneva. 
Some choose a middle ground and stay on 
the famed “mile of motels,” also south of 
Lake Geneva, where rooms run from $35 to

The boats make daily tours of the lake, 
allowing tourists a glimpse of the many 
stately mansions along the shoreline. The 
one- or two-hour trips are a worthwhile 
introduction to the history and geography of 
the lake region. 
This day Tom was at the helm of the 
Louise, a beautifully restored steamer that 
had joined the excursion fleet only two 
weeks earlier. The Louise and other excur­ 
sion boats are mostly restored yachts that 
were once ow ned by wealthy residents. 
Tom and other workers had put many long 
hours into refurbishing the Louise, and he 
treats the old boat lovingly. He noticed a pair 
of feet propped up on the newly refinished 
railings. “When somebody puts their feet on 
the woodwork, I could kill them,” he mut-

$50 a night during the summer. 
Before there was the busy mile of motels, 
the Top Deck or even the town of Lake 
Geneva, the lake was already a major 
attraction for another population: the flour­ 
ishing tribe of Potawatomi Indians. The 
story of the Potawatomi tribe and the evolu­ 
tion of the lake is told by Alice Hackett, a 
resident of Lake Geneva since her birth in 
1910. Last year Mrs. Hackett wrote the 
town's Bicentennial history. 
“The Potaw atomi were a tribe of about 500 
when the white man first came to the lake in 
the 1830’s,” Mrs. Hackett said. The lake had 
apparently been overlooked by pioneers until 
then because it was not part of a river and 
lake transportation system used to move 
west. 


But in 1833 surveyors came, follow’ed soon 
after by farmers anxious to cultivate the 
fertile land around the lake. The Potawatomi 
tribe w as decimated by smallpox and forced 
to move to a reservation in Kansas, Mrs. 
Hackett said. 


The farm ers worked the land for the next 
30 years, and the small town of Lake Geneva 
was formed as a stage stop between Beloit 
and Kenosha. But after the Civil War, Chica­ 
go prospered as a trade and business center, 
and many individuals began to prosper with 
it. 


Shelton Sturges, one of the wealthy busi­ 
nessmen, visited the lake in 1870 and was 
attracted by the untouched land along the 
shore which had been too steep or over­ 
grown for farmers to clear. But the land 


looked perfect to Sturges, who proceeded to 
build Maple Lawn, the first mansion on the 
lake. 


Other businessmen followed Sturges’ lead, 
and the number of mansions began to 
increase. Many of the wealthy moved their 
families to the lake after the Chicago fire in 
1871 to live until the rebuilding of Chicago 
was completed. 


Did the locals resent the intrusion of out­ 
siders from Chicago? “Oh, no, they were 
very happy about it,” Mrs. Hackett said. 
“Virtually the entire population took jobs 
building the homes and then staffing them 
after they were built,” she said. 


The outsiders also rented the rooms and 
used the inns while the houses were under 
construction, which helped fill local pocket- 
books, Mrs. Hackett said.

tered beneath the grumbling of the steam 
engine behind him. 
Tom said he usually stays clear of Lake 
Geneva on weekends, preferring quieter 
nightspots in other towns on the lake such as 
Fontana on the west and Williams Bay on 
the north shore. 
Not everyone in Lake Geneva works on the 
water. Skip Towne (he insists that’s his 
name) has run Sound Investment, a music 
shop, for seven years. 
“There are a lot of musicians in this 
area,” Towne said. “So a few years back my 
partner and I opened up” in Lake Geneva. 


The store handles instruments as well as 
records and tapes. Towne says he relies on 
the tourist trade for a large part of his 
business. 
Another business that caters to out-of-town 
buyers is the Art Independent Gallery in 
Lake Geneva. Co-owner Beatrice Herr 
opened the store nine years ago, and offers 
artists’ works for sale on consignment. 
“We have displays from 260 artists here, 
including quite a few from Chicago,” she 
said. The business has grown by word of 
mouth over the years, and Mrs. Herr says 
the gallery draws people from the resorts to 
shop for original works. 
Although vacationers take time to brow’se 
through the many shops in Lake Geneva, 
they are invariably drawn back to the lake 
itself. And the lake is the reason for the 
area's continued success, for it has re­ 
mained reasonably clean through the years, 
while surrounding latens have shown the 
effects of man's constant use. 
Geneva Lake has remained clean because 
of the depth of the springs that feed the lake. 
The springs are at the west end of the lake, 
and water depth reaches 150 feet at the 
deepest point. 
The deep springs have not been affected 
by ground pollution. Also, because there are 
no tributary rivers and the lake is not con­ 
nected with other bodies of water, it has not 
been affected by pollution in other lakes. 


The estates of the wealthy still dominate 
.the lake, although many of the mansions 
;have been razed or altered. The family 


names of mansion owners reads like a list 
of Who’s Who in Chicago. Wrigley, Maytag, 
Swift, even an estate owned by television 
personality Lee Phillip and her husband, 
Bill Bell, a television soap-opera writer. 
But the wealthy are joined by every other 
imaginable class distinction, and together 
they make Geneva Lake a favorite getaway 
for all Chicagoans. Perhaps it was best 
summed up by a Lake Geneva native, who 
had just negotiated a tight squeeze between 
a hulking Cadillac limousine and a throng of 
jeans-clad backpack-toting youths on a 
sidewalk. 


“ People?'1 the disgruntled man said. “We 
got people — every damn kind you can 
imagine.” §

Don’t make the mistake of thinking the 
season ends at Labor Day at Geneva Lake. 
Many vacationers might even enjoy the lake 
region more during the “off” season, when 
the crowds are smaller and the town’s a 
little quieter. 
The larger resorts at Lake Geneva provide 
many year-round activities. Name enter­ 
tainment is offered and most night spots re­ 
main open all year.

Today’s crossword puzzle-makers have 
little need for Ra. Ever since Arthur Wynne 
devised a “word-cross” for the 1913 Christ­ 
mas edition of the New York World, puzzle 
solving and designing has grown into a so­ 
phisticated pastime. Many of the avid puz:. 
zle solvers step up and across to puzzle de­ 
signing. And those successful at designing 
are veritable word masters. 
Knowing a bit of everything helps a de­ 
signer. Joseph La Fauci, a former fruit 
broker with his father, always has lived in 
Boston’s North End, but his knowledge of 
words spans several nations. 
La Fauci is a full-time crossword puzzle 
maker. With 40 million or so people trying 
to solve such puzzles, La Fauci and other 
designers are busy. If you dropped in to see 
La Fauci or called him, chances are you’d 
catch him in-between puzzles. 
Now in his 40s, La Fauci has been de­ 
signing puzzles for 25 years, 15 years full­ 
time. He’s under contract to King Features, 
a newspaper syndicate. He also contributes 
to the New York Times and Dell Publishing. 
La Fauci estimates he designs about 300 
puzzles a year for King Features — six 
each week. He’s quick to credit a Boston 
education under Jesuit teachers for his 
language mastery. 
I “bless Jesuits for the Greek,” La Fauci 
says. Not only did La Fauci master “attic 
Greek” while growing up, he also learned 
Latin and French. Later he picked up Ger­ 
man and he easily learned Italian at home. 
Being well-versed in that many languages 
helps any crossword puzzle maker. If La 
Fauci’s stuck with using a rare three- or 
four-letter word — which he tries to avoid 
in most cases — another language can help. 
That rare species of monkey probably isn’t 
familiar to most solvers, La Fauci says. So 
he recalls the word also means “I Know” 
in Italian and he adds a second clue. 
“Pm now grateful” for all the language 
discipline in school, La Fauci says. That 
discipline perhaps led La Fauci to find the 
New York Times puzzle “not all that dif­ 
ficult.” He then sent one in; it was published 
and hence a crossword star was born. 
La Fauci always is “scanning the paper 
for newer words. You have to have a tre­ 
mendous command of words,” he says, 
apologizing for an air of conceit. La Fauci,* 
though, is modest — not only does he know a 
half-dozen languages, he easily can recall 50 
words or so to substitute in any one space. 
That’s necessary for a full-time designer, or 
“cruciverbalist.” (A newly discovered La 
Fauci word for puzzle maker.) 
Designers, too, share a liking for words 


and puzzles. One must have a “love of 
words,” La Fauci says. He found it boring 
attending college as an English major. But 15 
years of full-time puzzle designing doesn’t 
tire him. La Fauci strives to “stay away 
from banal stuff” and pick those interesting 
phrases and words that delight puzzle fans. 
Puzzle designing starts with the pattern. 
La Fauci presets patterns every two months, 
then spends about one month on the pat­ 
terns and words. 


Last comes the clues and crossword de­ 
finitions. 


What’s a “minor curse” to a crossword 
puzzle designer? No, it’s not an obscure 
word, but the occasional demands to com­ 
plete puzzles for would-be contest winners. 
To avoid such demands, La Fauci puzzles 
run under the name of Thomas Joseph 
a combination of La Fauci’s first name and 


AVI, EL and Y. Got it? If not, you are not 
alone. This puzzle caused a “big uproar,” 
Lutwiniak says. The editor, besieged with 
queries from still puzzled fans, wrote a 
special letter-to-the-editor explaning the gist 
of the theme. After all, the letters AVI are 
the center or middle letters of the word 
gravity — grAVIty. The bottom or last two 
letters in barrel are el. And in Fourth of 
July, yes, Y is the fourth letter. 
Puzzle making, though, for Lutwiniak, is 
just a hobby. 
“I guess I could keep daily and Sunday 
papers supplied,” Lutwiniak says, but he 
prefers part-time work. 
Lutwiniak was only 15-years-old when he 
designed his first puzzle. But he “didn’t 
bother ’til long after the war” to take it up 
again. 
Lutwiniak, like La Fauci, Is a master of 
words. He can look at a puzzling situation 
and know 72 words or so to fill in that blank. 
What about those obscure words — more 
obscure than “ra?” “Constructors don’t 
like to do it,” Lutwiniak says. Known words 
are the favorites. 
“Most (editors) reject obscure words 
crossed with obscure — those rare enough 
to drive us to a dictionary.” 
Lutwiniak touts using tried and true cliches* 
— such as those in his theme puzzles. A 
typical Sunday magazine puzzle might build 
on “go” for well-known phrases such as 
“Go through fire and water,” “goes it alone,” 
“Go along with,” “Goes through the mo­ 
tions/’ to “Go Betweens.” 
For 21 by 21 square puzzles, he uses about 
IOO letters of theme material. Lutwiniak 
(Continued on page 8) 


first name of King Features editor Thomas 
Sheehan. 
Apocryphal tales about encounters with 
avid puzzle fans abound. Master designer 
and first puzzle editor of the New York 
Times, Margaret Farrar, had several such 
tales. In “Crossword Puzzles, their History 
and their Cult” author Roger Millington re­ 
lates several of Mrs. Farrar’s encounters. 
When the clue “To make a go of” ran 
with a typo “To make a goof” several 
solvers were puzzled and irate that the 
answer was “to succeed.” 
Another time her clue “Manager of the 
Globe Theatre” brought in a call from a 
solver who had phoned New York’s Globe 
and said the theater had two managers — 
neither of the names properly fitting the 
space. Mrs. Farrar kindly explained that she 
was thinking of William Shakespeare. 
William Lutwiniak, New York Times con­ 
tributor and regular designer for the News­ 
paper Enterprise Assn. puzzles in the Chicago 
Tribune Sunday magazine, has an equally 
amazing story. One Lutwiniak puzzle in the 
New York Times necessitated an explanation 
even after the answers were disclosed. Clues 
read “center of gravity,” to “bottom of 
barrel” to “Fourth of July.” The answers: 


A beginner’s first attempt 


If you don’t think crossword puzzle mak­ 
ing is all that hard, try it. I did. Armed 
with graph paper, pencil and the words in 
my head, I scratched away at various pat­ 
terns The puzzle patterns gradually shrunk 
until I found a workable, but most irregular 
size — 8 by IO squares. Then I added more 
of those black squares as I went along Be­ 
cause the puzzle must be symmetrical, add­ 
ing a black square in the upper right-hand 
corner meant adding a black square in the 
lower left-hand corner.

says he uses about six to IO theme phrases 
or words — often four across the middle 
section — two down the sides and one long 
word in each corner. 
Lutwiniak says it takes about one hour to 
an hour and a half to solve the Sunday 
puzzle. Even that time varies. A fan of 
Lutwiniak puzzles who “makes me feel 
good,” he “likes my work,” sometimes fin­ 
ishes puzzles in 30 minutes to an hour. 
Another fan loves the theme, but takes three 
to four hours, Lutwiniak says. That fan is 
happy and content if he just solves the theme 
words or phrases. 
What’s important is that when you “do a 
puzzle, you must enjoy doing it,” Lutwiniak 
says. 
For those stuck on blank spaces, Lutwiniak 
says using a dictionary certainly is not 
cheating, but might not be fun. One hint 
for his puzzles: start in the lower right- 
hand comer. Lower-comer words mostly end 
in e, s, d or t. “After all, not many words 
end in J,” Lutwiniak says. And if you’re 
adept with language and puzzles, you shouldn't 
find his unfair. “Crossword puzzle makers 
are bound by laws of the language,” Lut­ 
winiak says. 
Puzzle editor and designer Jo Paquin even. 


disclaims a description of herself as a linguist. 
But she says she does “know words, reference 
words.” Just as the other puzzle makers, 
Paquin rarely uses a dictionary. Occasional­ 
ly, she’ll use it to cross check a definition. 
Miss Paquin started doing puzzles “com­ 
pletely by accident.” Miss Paquin, working 
at King Features editing puzzles, had just 
finished checking one when her boss said 
“pull it.” The “Treasury said they wanted 
a 13 by 13 Buy War Bonds puzzle.” Miss 
Paquin called the French professor who was 
contributor of the earlier puzzle, about con­ 
structing a new one. Since he still had a 
class to teach, they both decided to try mak­ 
ing one. They’d use whichever puzzle fin­ 
ished first. Thirty-five minutes later, Miss 
Paquin had one. 
Miss Paquin, who has been working for 
King Features as an editor since 1943, has 
written several crossword puzzle books in­ 
cluding a special children’s one, a sports 
crossword book and a science puzzle book. 
Miss Paquin says she likes the challenge of 
incorporating a special theme or message 
such as “Buy War Bonds” in a puzzle. 
For a novice puzzle maker, Miss Paquin 
advises to start in the upper left hand cor­ 
ner. She suggests choosing a word with al­ 
ternating consonants and vowels; then in the 
line beneath, reverse the order, i.e. vowels 
and consonants. Such a course “facilitates” 
later word building, she says. Miss Paquin 
along with La Fauci and Lutwiniak all ad­ 
vise studying diagrams of puzzles in print.

All three also share a love of words and 
puzzles. But it’s no easy way to identify 
who has the makings of a puzzle-maker. 
For even computers are doing crosswords. 


Michael Pearson, Newspaper Enterprise 
Assn. representative, says The Herald’s 
crossword is now done by a computer. For­ 


merly the daily puzzle was designed by a 
specific contributor, but a computer has been 
doing the job for the past year. “Some say 
it’s better, some worse,” Pearson says. 
It is, though, a “pretty good success.” Un­ 
fortunately, the computer has yet to manage 
theme puzzles. And unlike its human counter­ 
parts, has no interesting tales to tell. §

Finished? Good. Here are the answers and 
errors in the puzzle. First, I used those two- 
letter words, shunted by most puzzle editors. 
I even resorted to “E ” and “O” — actually 
crossing letters with words. I also used twenty 
black squares in an eighty square puzzle. 
Mrs. Farrar, Roger Millington writes, only 
used puzzles when black squares were about 
one sixth the total number of squares. My 
squares were a good quarter of the puzzle's 
total squares. I also failed to keep much of a 
theme. Three words — “Pirate King,” “But­ 
tercups,” and “lots” — were all that was left 
of a theme of Gilbert and Sullivan’s operetta, 
“Pirates of Penzance.” 
And yes, I used words such as “Ha” and 
“Ii” — those obscure fillers the word mas­ 
ters don’t often need. 
If you want to try puzzle making, the ex­ 
pert’s advice to study published diagrams is

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my favorite method. Several books promise 
to help prospective puzzle makers. “Con­ 
structing Crosswords for Fun and Profit,” 
by William J. Harrison, published by Ex­ 
position Press Inc. is sixty-two pages full of 
suggestions. His detailed step-by-step ap­ 
proach, though, takes the fun out of puzzle 
making. I prefer stumbling along without 
such aid. One more suggestion: use pencil, 
not pen. — C.C.

BAYFIELD, VV1S. - There is something 
elusive about this archipelago of islands 
jutting into Lake Superior. 


Something I can t quite put my finger on. 
The mainland is just what you would 
expect in Northern Wisconsin The thick 
pine forests recall the days of the hearty, 
robust lumberjacks and the rugged outdoor 
life of the north w oods. 


But as I draw closer to the Lake Superior 
shore the scenery becomes strangely out of 
place. My eye catches images of things that 
don t seem to belong in Northern Wisconsin. 
They belong more than 1,000 miles to the 
east in New England along the sandy coast 
of Cape Cod 


I see sculptured pieces of driftwood scat­ 
tered along sandy beaches. 


And sailboats crisscrossing the channel, 
their white plummage a sharp contrast to 
the deep blue water. 


And the white steepled church of an old 
fishing village terraced into the coastal hill­ 
side. 


I hear the cry of the gulls as they circle 
over the nets set out by commercial fisher­ 
men. 


And the chug, chug, chug of the ferry as it 
pulls away from the harbor. 


I feel the cool, damp air and the comfort 
of a warm sw eater and a pair of old canvas 
sneakers. 
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I taste the distinctive flavor of fresh food 
from the sea It looks and tastes almost like 
New England lobster, but it s whitefish from 
I^ake Superior. 


The Apostle Islands invite comparison 
with other destinations if only to illustrate 
that this is not the typical Wisconsin tourist 
haven. The islands are an odd mixture of 
Cape Cod and the North woods Those who 
know of Wisconsin’s Door County will see 
similarities here but the Apostle Islands are 
not nearly as popular nor as developed nor 
as commercialized as the more familiar 
peninsula in Lake Michigan. 


Sure there are souvenir shops with Apostle 
Islands T-shirts, beer mugs and sailor caps, 
but these examples of free enterprise have 
not obscured the authenticity of the place — 
yet. 


It is almost as though these islands have 
been overlooked, at least by people in the 
Chicago metropolitan area The license plates 
on the boat trailers and station wagons and 
RV’s are from Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Michigan. There are few from Illinois. 


And it s easy ^understand why they have 
been overlooked. The Apostle Islands are 
nearly 500 miles by car from the Northwest 
suburbs, a 9 to IO hour drive in light traffic 
and favorable good weather conditions. 


The state of Wisconsin borders on Lake 
Superior, a geographic fact that I managed 
to leave behind in grammar school. But sure 
enough, upon examining the map, I found a 
strip of Wisconsin shoreline sandwiched be­ 
tween Minnesota and Michigan's Upper 


Peninsula and right in the middle of it a pen­ 
insula aud a cluster of small islands. 


A strip of the shoreline on the peninsula 
and twenty of the twenty-two islands are 
part of the Apostle Islands National Lake­ 


shore, a national park created in 1970. The 
federal government is still in the process of 
acquiring land from property owners on the 
islands. Programs for public use of the land 
have been set up and more plans are in the 
works. 


The Rittenhouse Inn is one of the Victorian mansions in Bayfield. Visitors can m ake reserv. 
lions for dinner here. 


All but one of the islands is uninhabited 
save for a few of the landowners who still 
have cabins here. All the islands are covered 
with a thick growth of trees and shrubs. 
Their shoreline is rocky, primarily sand­ 
stone which has been carved by wind. water 
and ice. There are a few sandy beaches in 
coves and inlets. 


The largest island. Madeline Island, is 
inhabited and is not a part of the national 
lakeshore. LaPointe. the only town on Made­ 
line. is served by ferry from Bayfield, a town 
of 1,000 people that is known as the gateway 
to the islands The ferry runs daily until the 
channel freezes over, usually in January. 
During the coldest months the lake freezes 
so solid that the locals drive their cars 
across the ice. 


Lake Superior, the world's largest fresh 
water lake, stays cold most of the year and 
has a strong effect on the weather on the 
peninsula and islands. Mornings are often 
foggy and damp with summer tempera­ 
tures in the 50s. During the day the sun often 
manages to break through the clouds and 
the thermometer climbs into the 70s or 80s. 


The uninhabited islands are reached by 
private or charter motor launch or sailboat. 
Shuttle services for hikers and campers are 
available to some of the islands. 


One of the best w ays to become acquainted 
with the Apostle Islands is on a 50-mile 
cruise aboard the Chippewa which leaves 
from Bayfield daily at IO a m. returning at 
3:30 p.m. There is a 45-minute stop at Rocky 


Island for lunch. Box lunches can be pur­ 
chased near the pier. 


Capt. Bob Weber, who usually mans the 
helm of the Chippewa, adds spice to the day­ 
long excursion with his running commentary 
consisting of colloquialisms, opinion, folk 
tales, legends and stories about everyday 
life “in these parts.” He makes the prices 
of the cruise a lot more bearable ($6.50 
adults and $3 children). A 25-mile excursion 
also is available for $3.50 adults and $2 chil­ 
dren. Advance reservations are advised. 
Contact Apostle Island Cruise Service, Box 
45. Bayfield. Wis. 58414. phone 715-779-3925. 


Weber has ample material for his tales 
because the Apostle Islands are a story­ 
teller's paradise. Tales of shipwrecks, brave 
sea captains, rowdy lumberjacks and fur 
trappers, proud Indian chiefs and timid 
Indian maidens are rampant on the islands 
and all, whether fact or fiction, are somehow 
linked to the power and might of the biggest 
of the Great Lakes. 


Even the naming of the islands is legend. 
The accepted story is that a Jesuit priest 
looked out from the peninsula and saw- 
twelve islands. Thinking of the twelve disci­ 
ples of Christ, he named the islands "The 
Apostles.” His decision was a bit hasty be­ 
cause there are really twenty-two islands. 
Another story says the islands were named 
for a band of pirates who called themselves 
.“The Apostles.” 


There is also an Indian legend about the 
creation of the islands A Manitou, or spirit, 


chased a great stag through the woods and 
when the animal reached the lakeshore it 
plunged into the water. The spirit became so 
angry it threw huge stones into the lake thus 
forming the cluster of small islands off the 
tip of the peninsula Many of the names of 
the islands, Bear Island, Raspberry Island 
and Oak Island are English translations of 
Indian words. 


Several Indian tribes passed through the 
islands eventually moving on to other hunt­ 
ing grounds. The Ojibway or Chippewa took 
up residence in the area for 120 years build 
ing a settlement on Madeline Island. Around 
1600 they departed believing that evil spirits 
were lurking on the islands They returned 
years later and many live in the area today. 
The Red Cliff Indian Reservation is on the 
northern tip of the peninsula. 


The first white explorers in the Apostle 
Islands were Jesuit missionaries and French 
fur trappers who paddled canoes laden w ith 
furs from Madeline Island up the Great 
I^akes to Montreal each year. The British 
took over the fur trading operation and in 
1816 the American Fur Company began 
operations here. 


The era of the lumberjack followed and 
later the stone quarries became big business 
on the islands. Much of the sandstone taken 
from the islands today can be found in fash­ 
ionable brownstones along New York’s Fifth 
Avenue. Commercial fishing became an 
important industry and remains so today. 


Mining for iron ore once brought many 
huge vessels down the channel to Ashland, 
Wis., in search of cargo. Today the 1,000-foot 
ore boats pass by the islands on their way to 
the Minnesota shore. The range of land along 
I^ake Superior is rich in resources and it is 
said that the Indians found huge pieces of 
raw copper carried here by glaciers which 
they used to form tools and implements. 
These mineral properties are still evident in 
the soil which is a dark red brick color. 


Commercial shipping on the Great Lakes, 
whether for ore or lumber or sandstone, 
brought tales of storms and shipwrecks, 
tales that are still told on the islands as if 
these disasters happened only yesterday. 
Perhaps this is because these people's lives 
are so influenced by this great lake, a lake 
well-known for its fierce and unpredictable 
storms. 


One of the most mysterious shipwrecks 
was the disappearance of the Manistee in 
1883. It was last seen steaming out of Bay­ 
field and heading into a storm Fourteen 
years later a bottle washed on shore con­ 
taining a note which read “Tossed in the 
storm billows just in sight of Michigan light­ 
house. Left Bayfield at ll p m. We may not 
survive this storm.” 


The year 1905 was a particularly bad year 
for shipwrecks There were four w ithin three 
months. The three-masted schooner Pretor­ 
ia, the largest sailing ship in the lakes, on

The snorting of steam engines and the 
sm ell of coal smoke w ill fill the air next 
week in Illinois and Iow a when thresher 
enthusiasts get together to rem inisce about 
“ the good old days.” 


The Central States Thresherm en Reunion 
w ill be held in Pontiac, 111., and the M idwest 
Old Settlers and Threshers Assn. w ill meet 
in M t. Pleasant, Iow a, Sept. I to 5. The star 
perform ers of each get-together w ill be the 
steam engines that were once so essential at 
harvest tim e down on the farm . They were 
the first source of m echanical power for 
separating the husk from the grain in the 
processing of oats, wheat and other sm all 
grains. 


In Pontiac, the Thresherm en are celebrat­ 
ing their 29th reunion this year. The annual 
event was started in 1949 by Dan S. Zehr

of Pontiac, who owned two steam engines. 
Zehr invited other steam engine enthusiasts 
to join him at a Pontiac park for a September 
get together. About 2,000 persons attended 
the show that first year. O ver the years the 
reunion has grown into one of the largest 
threshing and steam engine shows in the 
United States. Last year more than 20,000 
people attended. 


This year’s reunion w ill feature a selection

Sept. 2 went down with a load of iron ore just 
a m ile northeast of Outer Island. F ive lives 
were lost. That sam e day seven lives were 
lost in the wreck of the Sevona, a 3,166-ton 
steam er which broke up on the shoals of 
Sand Island It also carried a cargo of iron 
ore. The W illiam E . Corey steam er was 
stranded on G ull Island on Nov 26 that year. 
The ship, only a few months old. encountered 
nearly $100,000 in damage. Two days later 
•the Ira H. Owen was sighted in a storm 40 
miles off Outer Island. When the storm lifted 
the ship had vanished. 


Scuba diving among these wrecks is a 
pastime that is catching on with some people 
on the Apostle Islands but others choose to 
sim ply w alk along the shore in search of 
rocks and driftwood for their collections. 


Boating is a favorite sport in the islands as 
evidenced by the rows of masts lined up at 
the Bayfield m arina. Boating on Lake Supe 
rior can be dangerous, however. Squalls and 
storm s are known to rise suddenly on the 
lake so even in the calm est weather a boater 
m ust keep a watchful eye. Swim m ing is also 
hazardous in Lake Superior because of the 
extrem ely low w ater tem peratures. Surface 
w ater m ay warm up in the sun but a few' 
hundred feet from shore the tem perature 
drops to 50 degrees causing even a strong 
swim m er to drown in minutes. 


Fishing is popular the year round in the 
Apostles, bobbing for trout through a hole in 
the w inter ice and trolling for trout the rest 


o f the year. Hunting chi the national lake- 
shore is perm itted in accordance with state 
regulations. In the fall hunters go after 
white tail deer, black bear, ruffed grouse 
and woodcock while snowshoe hares are 
caught during the w inter months. 


When the snow falls on the Apostles down­ 
h ill and cross-country skiing become the 
prim e sports. Bayfield County has two fine 
downhill ski centers and there are m any 
m iles of cross-country trails in the Che- 
quamegon National Forest. Snowmobiling is 
also popular on the peninsula where a net­ 
work of trails is mapped out. 


Cam ping and hiking on the peninsula and 
islands provide the nature lover with an 
abundance of wilderness adventures. P rim ­ 
itive cam ping is allowed on a number of the 
sm aller islands with a free National Forest 
Service perm it. Outfitters in Bayfield rent 


com plete cam ping equipment 
Fo r those 
hankering for a little more civilization there 
are m ore than thirty campgrounds in B a y ­ 
field Country. 


The wilderness hiker w ill find scenic trails 
at B ig B a y State Park on M adeline Island 
and several m iles of developed trails on 
Stockton Island Roc ky Island has a 11 i-mile 
nature trail and there is a 12-mile shoreline 
hiking tra il from Little Sand B a y to Squaw 
B ay on the peninsula. During the sum m er 
months the park provides evening cam pfire 
program s and nature walks at various loca­ 
tions in the islands. 


F o r travelers who are not the outdoor type 
there are about ten hotels and motels in the 
area ranging from the no-frills type to the 
elaborate Chateau M adeline on M adeline 
Island, an Am erican plan resort in the $50-a- 
night category. 


Bayfield is a nice place for strolling and 
window shopping. The town is like an old 
New England fishing village with quaint old 
fram e buildings. There are antique shops, a 
general store, com m unity cafe and sm all 
shops with interesting names like “ Superior 
Im ages” photography and a boutique called 
“ The M ad Islander on the M ain.” There are 
a number of restaurants in town including 
the Old Rittenhouse Inn, a Victorian home 
where dinner is by reservation. 


M adeline Island has a year round popula­ 
tion of about 175 people. Children attend an 
eight-grade school staffed by two teachers. 
If s a 20-minute ferry ride from Bayfield to 
LaPointe and the fare is 75 cents for adults, 
50 cents for children age 6 to 11. and $2.50 for 
a car and driver ($3 50 during the sum m er). 


There is an interesting museum of Indian 
artifacts, logging tools and equipment sal­ 
vaged from shipwrecks located near the 
dock in LaPoin te An Indian burial ground is 
also nearby There are a handful of business 
establishm ents in the town including “ The 
Pu b ,” a highly acclaim ed restaurant in the 
islands. Visitors ride the ferry over to the 
island in the afternoon, dine while watching 
the sun set behind the peninsula and feeling 
mellow, they catch the last ferry back to the 
m ainland. At this tim e of night the islands 
are especially quiet and peaceful and if the 
weather is clear you’ll see the stars tw in­ 
kling overhead as you glide across the chan 
nel toward shore.

Beethoven festival to keep 
Bonn in cultural spotlight 


Bayreuth, Germany, was the focal point 
of worldwide cultural attention last year 
with the 100th anniversary program honor­ 
ing Richard Wagner. This year, attention 
will be centered on Bonn as the city hosts a 
gala musical season to commemorate the 
150th anniversary of the death of its native 
son, Ludwig van Beethoven. 
Bonn has been a familiar political date­ 
line since the capital of the Federal Republic 
of Germany was established in this one­ 
time pastoral university city in 1949. The bi­ 
annual Beethoven Music Festival helps re­ 
mind visitors of the cultural aspects of Bonn 
and the touristic pleasures to be found in 
this charming city astride the Rhine. 
The Beethoven festival will be held Sept. 
10-25 followed by an international youth 
orchestra meeting through Sept. 30. Most 
musical performances will be held in the 
modernistic Beethovenhalle overlooking the 
Rhine. Ticket prices range from $4 to $20. 
Among the international artists and musi­ 
cal aggregations slated to participate are 
Leonard Bernstein and the Vienna Phil­ 
harmonic Orchestra, the Julliard String 
Quintet, Soviet pianists Lazar Berman and 
Emil Gilels, Daniel Barenboim and the 
Orchestre de Paris and Karl Richter with 
the Munich Philharmonic. 


But there is more to Bonn than Beethoven. 
One of Bonn’s most famous landmarks, the 
elegant Baroque structure known as the 
Redoute, is located here. Bonn was the 
capital for the Electros of Cologne and the 
Redoute was built by an 18th Century mem­ 
ber of that august body who wanted a little 
retreat not far from the healing natural 
springs nearby. The Redoute serves as a 
prime entertainment site for many formal 
diplomatic occasions. 


Other Bonn attractions include Beetho­ 
ven’s birthplace with a wealth of his mem­ 
orabilia on display; the Electoral Palace, 
which serves as the main university for the 
25,000-member student body; the stately 
Popelsdorf Castle; the Rhineland Museum 
with its pre historic collection that includes 
the skull of a Neanderthal man; and the 
Romanesque Munster Church. 
Bonn’s most famous sight, looking east of 
the city, are the Seven Mountains and ruins 
of Drachenfals (Dragon’s Rock), a typical 
picture postcard setting. A castle once sat 
on a summit of each of the majestic moun- • 
tain tops but today they are covered with 
acres of forested greenery. 
A stopover in Bonn is a delightful touristic 
change of pace, and especially inviting dur­ 
ing the Beethoven Festival Days.

Sunken Gardens 
draws visitors 
to S t Petersburg 


Florida’s Sunken Gardens is a sight-seeing 
certainty for folks visiting the state. Founded 
in 1903 by George Turner, Sr., the St. Peters­ 
burg attraction is the oldest family owned 
attraction in Florida. 


Sunken Gardens bears only a remote re- 
semblence to the Gardens of 1903. Before 
the turn of the century, St Petersburg was 
little more than a fishing village on a re­ 
mote peninsula at the mouth of Tampa Bay. 
The scarcity and high cost of building sup­ 
plies concerned the local citizenry. In 1901, a 
group of St. Petersburg businessmen made 
the long journey to Jacksonville on Florida ’s 
northeast coast to encourage contractors and 
wholesalers to open building materials ware­ 
housing in their town. One of the gentlemen 
they encouraged to relocate was a plumbing 
contractor by the name of George Turner. 


In 1902, Turned arrived in St. Pete, pur­ 
chased some land on a dirt road north of 
the city, and built his family a home. A 
curious feature of this property was a large 
sinkhole and shallow lake in the center of 
Turner’s land. Turner deliberately pur­ 
chased this particular piece of property be­ 
cause it proffered him a complete cross 
section of soils from dry alkaline sand to 
acid rich muck. Turner’s first love was 
horticulture, and the land was ideally suited 
to his hobby. 


Initially experimenting with tropical 
fruits, he founded his second enterprise, a 
fruit stand, specializing in papayas, mangos, 
bananas, passion fruit, guavas, and several 


other exotic varieties all Florida grown. As 
his plant specimen collection grew, so did his 
desire for the rich muckland in the center 
of his sinkhole. Putting his plumbing ex­ 
pertise to good use, Turner lined the shallow 
lake with drainage tile and proceeded to re­ 
claim the submerged land. 
Today, the center of this garden still de­ 
pends on its founder’s original drainage 
maze, and were its outflow to collapse one 
evening, the Sunken Gardens would be under 
two feet of water by morning. 
As Turner expanded his experiments with 
exotic plants, his fame began to spread. It 
soon became a Sunday tradition to take a 
walk through the gentlemen’s backyard after 
church. Being the enterprising fellow that he 
was, George fenced his backyard and charged 
visitors a nickel to take their stroll. Thus, the 
birth of Florida ’s Sunken Gardens, today the 
oldest family owned attraction in the state. 
By 1935, the attraction was growing and 
prospering, and all other business ventures 
were put aside. Today, George Turner’s 
eldest son and grandchildren own and oper­ 
ate Sunken Gardens. There are more than 
7,000 rare and exotic plant species exhibited 
in the garden and it is regarded by many as 
the best botanical exhibit on the North 
American Continent. 
Although the gardens still occupy the 
original 6-acre tract, the winding paths carry 
visitors through a mile long tropical ad­ 
venture. The addition of bird and animal 
exhibits also have enhanced the scenic 
Bayfield plans apple fest 


The biggest event of the year in Bayfield, 
Wis., is coming up the first weekend of Octo­ 
ber when the town celebrates its fruit har­ 
vest during the Apple Festival. 
In October, when the fall colors usually 
are at their peak, Bayfield and the Apostle 
Islands take on a special beauty. Grown on 
scenic hillsides outside Bayfield, particularly 
along County J, the apple orchards are filled 
with activity as visitors detour from scenic 
drives to buy some of the fruit for cooking, 
storing and snacking. 


There also are fish boils and bratwurst 
as well as handcrafted gifts and toys, dis­ 
played during the festival. On Saturday night 
a torchlight parade takes place in the harbor 
where brightly lit boats cruise in a circle 
to parade their colors. Sunday brings more 
parades and entertainment.

A devout spiritualist, he talked shame­ 
lessly to his plants. His children’s, grand­ 
children’s and great-grandchildren’s in­ 
fant footprints were pressed into fresh con­ 
crete whenever new pathways were added, 
preserving his heritage in the garden that he 
and his family created. 
Sunken Gardens is open to the public daily 
from 9 a.m. until sunset.

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Miss Lillian: Reborn in India 


by Marsha S. Bosley 
To millions throughout the world, Lillian 
Carter is little more than the charming 
sprightly mother of the 39th President of the 
United States — the infamous Miss Lillian. 


But her story goes beyond the town of 
Plains, Ga., presidential campaigns, peanut 
plantations and grits. In the two years she 
spend in India searching for a meaningful 
life and inner peace as a Peace Corps volun­ 
teer in the 1960s, Mrs. Carter was re-bom. Her 
“reincarnation,” though, has little to do with 
religion or the Southern Baptist doctrine 
on which she weaned her family. 


What Miss Lillian calls “the most mean­ 
ingful years of her life,” have been unveiled 
in a book of letters she wrote to her fam­ 
ily in Plains during her two years as an aide 
in a medical clinic in Godrej Colony, India. 
“Away From Home: Letters To My Family” 
(Simon and Schuster, $6.95) is her collection 
of candid and emotional correspondences 
from another comer of the world. They were 
edited and compiled by her eldest daughter 
Gloria Carter Spann and published Aug. 15 
in time for the 79th birthday of the Carter 
family matron. 


A collection of letters — from anyone 
from anywhere —* sounds as if it could be 
rather boring. But Miss Lillian’s delightful 
natural style, coupled with the manner in 
which her daughter presents the two-year 
saga, makes for some interesting and enter­ 
taining reading. 


The letters, which serve as Miss Lillian’s 
diary of her stint in India, were written an 
average of three times a week. They are 
filled with love, hate, homesickness and 
fear of facing “culture shock” upon her re­ 
turn to America. 


It was a new world filled with strange 
customs, foreign language, silly looking 
clothing, scraps of food and much poverty. 
Mrs. Carter, then 67, was the oldest Peace 
Corps volunteer in India and it was a frustrat­ 
ing experience for her to get the townspeople

to accept her. They thought, at first, she 
might be a Christian missionary. 


But Miss Lillian managed to break the 
cultural barriers. She became one of them, 
learning to survive not on material things 
but rather mutual love and respect. They 
didn’t want her to leave. Today, even though 
she has been home for nearly ten years, she 
is still remembered in India. And when 
Indian Independence Day rolls around on 
Aug. 15, the colony celebrates “Lilly’s” 
birthday, too. 


Her letters — at times — were erratic, 
yet enlightening going from the most serious 
philosphical notes to humorous and sarcastic 
quips. Her dramatization of life in India 
places readers thousands of miles away in a 


crowded poverty-stricken country as well as 
inside her own confused mind. 


“I am seventy years old today, and I 
think of where I am, and what I’m doing 
and why,” begins her letter of Aug. 15,1968. 
“When Earl (her husband) died, my life 
lost its meaning and direction. For the first 
time, I lost my will to love. . . I didn’t dream 
that in this remote corner of the world, so 
far away from the people and material 
things that I had always considered so neces­ 
sary, I would discover what life is really 
all about. Sharing yourself with others and 
accepting their love for you, is the most 
precious gift of all. 


“If I had one wish for my children it would 
be that each of you would dare to do the 
things and reach for goals in your own lives 
that have meaning for you as individuals, 
doing as much as you can for everybody 
but not worrying if you don’t please every­ 
one. When I look back over my life, I see 
the pieces fit.. . . ” 


Although she became accustomed to eating 
very little and giving away the food and gifts 
she received from the States, Mrs. Carter 
still longed for many of the things she did 
not have in India. “WTiat I am starving for 
is something to read,” she wrote in March 
1968. “When we don’t have food I try to 
think of pleasant things like watching Bonan­ 
za and Dean Martin on TV.” 


Oct. 30, 1967 — “I am rested and at peace 
within myself. I have been sitting here think­ 
ing of my life back in America, and it seems 
so strange to me. The things that come to my 
mind — color TV, Little Orphan Annie, the 
World Series (God. It’s over, and I don’t 
even know who played.), fishing, a martini, 
church, my neighbors — all this seems part 
of another world. Somehow, Hinduism is 
seeping into my dormant mind and I know 
that somehow this is my reincarnation.” 


It took Mrs. Spann about eight months to 
gather her mother’s letters and arrange them 
in chronological order. “I went through 
hell,” said Mrs. Spann who was in Chicago 


this week as part of a three-week national 
tour to promote the book. “It was an emotion­ 
al upheaval sitting there and working on it 
for weeks and weeks and weeks. Mother 
never dated her letters. They always said 
‘Tues, morning’ or ‘Thurs. after lunch.* All 
I had to go by was the contents and the 
dates on the outside of the aerograms.” 


Mrs. Spann, to whom the letters were writ­ 
ten, said the family had no quarrel with 
Miss Lillian when she decided to join the 
Peace Corps and go to India. “We were all 
really delighted that she found something 
she really wanted to do. She asked me to 
save those letters and said someday she 
may want to relive that part of her life 
when she got back, if she got back,*’ Mrs. 
Spann said. 


There was a time when Mrs. Spann thought 
her mother would never return. “She reached 
a state of total apathy and wrote ‘I can’t 
stand it anymore.’ She had really forgotten 
everything about home. And she realized 
she was getting older.” 


Miss Lillian did return and now spends 
her days on the farm in Plains reading, re­ 
laxing and reminiscing. “She was almost 
numb for a while and it was a long time be­ 
fore she could accept the fact that she could 
eat all she wanted to. It was quite a while 
before she got used to material things,” Mrs, 
Spann said. “From now on she is going to do 
exactly what she wants to do.” 


Mrs. Carter had no qualms about her 
daughter’s idea to publish the letters — her 
own personal account of a simple life she 
never dreamed existed. “I did the book for 
her birthday and she loves it,” Mrs. Spann 
said. “I am introducing my mother through 
the book — not as the President’s mother 
but just as a widow . . . a mother who tried 
to make a life for herself and who dared to 
go halfway around the world to do something 
worthwhile. It is important for people to 
know that she is just a human being and 
that what she called the most meaningful 
years of her life has meaning for all of us.” 


Romantic look at the modern American West 


THE JOURNEY HOME: SOME WORDS 
IN DEFENSE OF THE AMERICAN WEST, 
by Edward Abbey (E. P. Dutton, $9.95 cloth, 
$4.95 paper).

In his introduction to this collection of es­ 
says, Edward Abbey explains he is not a 
naturalist but is instead “an extremist, one 
who lives and loves by choice far out on the 
very verge of things, on the edge of the abyss, 
where this world falls off into the depths of 
another.” 
That self-description is apt and is as good a 
way as any to begin a discussion of the 
strengths and weaknesses of Abbey’s book. 
The introduction to the book indicates it 
was written in a place called Wolf Hole, 
Arizona and the book jacket tells the reader 
that Abbey’s first book, Desert Solitaire, 
was an “underground bestseller” on the na­ 
tion’s campuses. 
It’s easy to see why. Abbey’s particular 


form of extremism is just as likely to appeal 
to undergraduates as Hermann Hesse’s form 
Of romanticism or Hurt Vonnegutt’s satire. 
However, in his best essays, Abbey man­ 
ages to go beyond simplistic ranting to de­ 
velop finely-honed pieces of writing that are 
a delight. Chapter Three of “Journey Home,” 
titled “Disorder and Early Sorrow” is the 
funny, harrowing account of a disastrous 
trip through a national park on back roads 
in 1952 and the following chapter “Fire Look­ 
out: Numa Ridge,” the journal of a summer 
in a mountain lookout, captures well the 
beauty and uncompromising nature of the 
mountains. 
It’s when Abbey shifts his sights to attacks 
on the commercialization of his beloved 
Southwest that his aim becomes erratic. His 
points — or some of them at least — are well 
taken; Phoenix, Arizona is a nonsensical at­ 
tempt to build the Midwest in the middle of a 
desert and deserves to die eventually of 
thirst. 


But the fact is that mindless developers 
are too easy a target for Abbey’s sharp wit 
and biting prose. Sometimes, as when he 
describes the “californication” of a small 
southwestern Colorado mining town, he 
brings fresh insight to his attacks. But too 
often he resorts to easy attacks. 
Still, there is enough inspiration mixed 
With the insipid to make Abbey worth dipping 
into. A discerning reader can skip his more 
obvious polemics and ponder instead such 
essays as “Freedom and Wilderness, Wilder­ 
ness and Freedom” in which he describes 
his encounter with a mountain lion: “I felt 
What I always feel when I meet a large ani­ 
mal face to face in the wild: I felt a kind of 
affection and the crazy desire to communi­ 
cate, to make some kind of emotional, even 
physical contact with the animal. . . . I held 
out my one hand and took a step toward the 
big cat and said something ridiculous like, 
‘Here, kitty, kitty’ . . . I haven’t seen a 
mountain lion since that evening, but the ex­ 


perience remains shining in my memory. I 
want my children to have the opportunity 
for that kind of experience . . . And some­ 
day, possibly, one of our children’s children 
will discover how to get close enough to that 
mountain lion to shake paws with it . . . . ” 
Romantic, yes. A little foolish, perhaps. 
But Abbey at his best is absolutely sincere in 
his love for the wilderness. And in that he 
touches a need in all of us

STREETFIGHTER IN THE COURTROOM 
by Charles Garry and Art Goldberg (Dutton, 
$11.95).

Unless you’re a follower of causes, the 
name Charles Garry may not ring any bells. 
But the cases he has tried as a criminal 
lawyer in defense of the underdog are not 
likely to be forgotten. 


It was Garry that Black Panther Bobby 
Seale demanded defend him when the no­ 
torious Chicago conspiracy trail came to 
Judge Julius Hoffman’s courtroom following 
the 1968 Democratic convention riots. Garry 
was hospitalized with a gall baldder condi­ 
tion that required surgery and Seale asked 
that the trial be postponed until Garry could 
represent him. Hoffman flatly refused and

GAY What You Should Know About Homo­ 
sexuality by Morton Hunt (Farrar, Straus 
and Girous, Inc., $7.95). 
Reviewed by Linda Punch 


Morton Hunt’s first contact with a homo­ 
sexual took place in a darkened movie thea­ 
ter when he was eleven-years-old. It was a 
frightening and sickening encounter which 
he never forgot. But it was also an atypical 
expedience, one which Hunt says doesn’t 
truly reflect the world of homosexuals. 
In “Gay, What You Should Know About 
Homosexuality,’’ a book for children IO years 
old and up, Hunt attempts to dispel the fears 
and half-truths surrounding the word “homo­ 
sexual.” The book deals with everything 
from common beliefs about homosexuality 
and the causes of homosexuality to gay 
rights and homosexual tastes. 
Hunt, who previously wrote “The Young 
Person’s Guide to Love,” has researched 
his topic thoroughly. He discusses homo­ 
sexuality through the ages and notes how 
gay people have been accepted as a normal 
part of society in many cultures. He cites 
scientific research and surveys to show that 
homosexuals are as varied in temperament 
and tastes as their heterosexual counter­ 
parts. 
Hunt explores the many theories on why 
people become homosexuals, including hor­ 
monal imbalance, emotional illness and 


domineering mothers. He also notes that 
while many people have had homosexual 
experiences briefly in their youth, it does 
not mark them as homosexuals for life. 
The author attempts to break down the 
many stereotypes surrounding homosexual­ 
ity, including the assumption that all male 
homosexuals were sissies and that all lesbi­ 
ans were tomboys. He pokes holes in many 
of the common beliefs about gay people. 
The book also offers scientific, if graphic, 
descriptions on how homosexuals make love. 
One section describes not only techniques 
but the roles played by homosexuals in 
lovemaking. Hunt discusses “queer” gays, 
deviants and other types found in the world 
of homosexuals. 
Hunt succeeds in taking an objective, non­ 
emotional look at homosexuals. His book 
could enlighten many adults as well as the 
youngsters it is aimed at. Hunt’s bluntness 
in depicting the homosexual act, as well as 
a glossary of gay terms (i.e. “bull dyke — 
a lesbian who adopts masculine manners), 
may offend some parents. 
The author may also have written above 
the heads of many of the younger readers, 
since he uses scientific terms that could be 
unfamiliar to a child. His discussion of the 
motivation of homosexuals could also be too 
complicated for youngsters. But Hunt’s book 
is definitely one that parents should read 
with their child and from which both could 
benefit. 


Guide to ABCs 
of architecture 


THE ARCHITECTURE BOOK by Norval 
White (Alfred Knopf, $15, cloth, $8.95, paper)

A dictionary to aggravate, brighten, cheer, 
dismay, engage, freshen, grizzle and other­ 
wise hallucinate normal dictionary users, 
“The Architecture Book” goes from A to Z 
but otherwise moves by bounce rather than 
the plodding pace of the usual dictionary. 
To put it less alphabetically: Norval White 
has turned a lexicon into a spry series of 
definitions whose bright air and polemical 


cast only intermittently get in the way of the 
information. 
You will find, for instance, a tongue-in- 
cheek but fair enough definition of “Gothic 
Revival” followed by compact phrases for 
“grade” and “gradient” followed by a 
debatable sentence on “graffiti” (“the real 
popart”). 
Why not? The pungent definitions will be 
no more out-of-date than if he had written 
the usual time-bound ponderpus book. 
I am in sympathy with the ideas and filled 
with admiration for his knowledge and epi­ 
grammatic wit in dispensing w ith everything 
from “architects” to “lawn” (“grass’s am­ 
bition and fulfillment”). Sometimes it’s a bit 
flip, but the cosmic and critical insights are 
so superbly compressed that I couldn’t wait 
to finish to pass them on.

Seale’s headline grabbing behavior in the 
courtroom resulted in his being bound and 
gagged during the trial to silence him. 
Garry was also the defense laywer, for the 
Oakland Seven, the California anti-war pro­ 
testors who were charged and eventually 
acquitted of conspiracy following a week of 
Vietnam demonstrations at Berkeley. Huey 
Newton, was another of his clients, as was 
Inez Garcia, the woman charged with mur­ 
der for killing a man who had allegedly 
raped her. 
Garry’s cases are typically sensational to 
begin with and if they don’t get anough 
attention from the press and public he has 
no qualms about seeking out interviews, 
making the speakers tour or staging a pub­ 
licity stunt to draw attention to his current 
cause. 
Following his attention-attracting tradi­ 
tion, Garry has put his life story down on 
paper to bring notice to his lifelong cause, 
injustice within the criminal justice system. 
“Streetfighter in the Courtroom,”co-authored 
by Art Goldberg, former reporter and editor 
of Ramparts during the ’60s, is more a doc­ 
umentary than an autobiography. “I was 
bom . . . I grew up” is overshadowed by 
case histories and philosophy making this a 
far more interesting book than the normal 
first person account of how I became famous. 
“Liberal” may be too mild a label for 
Garry, who began his legal career as a union 
lawyer when unions were unpopular, went on 
to the unpopular fight against McCarthyism 
and continued as the lawyer for the unpopular 
Black Panthers. 
Garry had a taste of what it’s like to be a 
minority as a child when he and his family 
were the only Armenians in Selma, Calif. A 
favorite pastime of local youths seemed to 
be working Garry (then Garabed Hagop 
Robutlay Garabedian) into a rage by calling 
him a “Goddamned Armenian” then watch­ 
ing him fight it out with those bigger 
and stronger than he. 
“Streetfighter” ignores most of Garry’s 
private life and instead is devoted to lengthy 
chapters on his most well known or prece­ 
dent-setting cases. His strong feelings on 
First Amendment rights, the removal of the 
death penalty, and the inequities within the 
justice system are amply noted, providing 
thought-provoking reading. 
Garry’s book is reminiscent of Jessica 


Mitford’s “Kind and Usual Punishment,” an 
indictment of courts and prisons that makes 
.you pray you’ll never be charged with a 
crime. “Streetfighter,” which includes a 
forward by Mitford, expands that same 
theme to include the prayer that you’ll never 
be poor, a minority or a leader in a cause 
that pits you against the government. 
If you are to believe everything Garry 
says, there is no question that people are 
arrested, tried and convicted because of 
their beliefs rather than their crimes, that 
prosecutors readily lie, bribe witnesses and 
hide evidence, that many judges are grossly 
prejudiced or unforgivably stupid and that 
prisons are hell holes geared to destruction 
rather than rehabilitation. 
A Connecticut case where the author de­ 
fended Bobby Seale was, in Garry’s eyes, a 
trumped up murder charge that, coupled 
with arrests and indictments of Panthers 
across the country, would serve to disband 
the militant organization. Newton’s initial 
conviction of murdering a California police 
officer, was, Garry contends, the result of 
prejudice on the part of the judge and jury. 
(An appeal of the case resulted in a reversal 
of the manslaughter conviction.) 
If you fear “big government” you will be 
further intimidated after reading this saga. 
You begin to realize that the dozen or so 
legal battles Garry outlines were fought at 
great expense by an aggressive, knowledge­ 
able lawyer you or I could not hope to af­ 
ford. You will fear the grand jury and jury 
system which seems to have adopted the 
adage “guilty until proven innocent.” You 
will fear plea bargaining, the unlimited re­ 
sources of the procecution, and the de­ 
gradation to which those indicted but not 
yet convincted are subjected. 
Garry attempts to make a point in his 
book and he succeeds. He writes, “... there’s 
really no such thing as a ‘fair trial.’ The 
term ‘fair trial’ implies that both sides are 
equal in strength and have equal resources 
. . . If everyone had the ability to summon 
adequate legal resources to his defense, 
there would be fewer innocent people in 
jail today. Until we can find answers to the 
problems of poverty and racism, I don’t 
think we can talk about justice.” 
The same old song from a bleeding heart 
liberal? Perhaps. But only the wealthy can 
afford to ignore the tune.

COMA by Robin Cook (Little, Brown and Co., 
$8.95)

Nancy Greenly, a pretty 23-year-old, en­ 
ters Boston Memorial Hospital for routine 
surgery. The operation proceeds as expect­ 
ed except for one thing — Nancy never 
wakes up from the anesthesia. 
The Greenly woman is only one in a series 
Of unexplained cases where otherwise healthy 
patients slip into comas. While hospital ad­ 
ministrators and staff members are puzzled 
by the incidents, only one — medical student 
Susan Wheeler — attempts a major investi­ 
gation. 
In “Coma,” a novel by Robin Cook, Susan’s 
search for the cause of the comas is recount­ 
ed. She begins her investigation believing 
the unexplained comas are caused by new 
diseases or allergic reaction to medicine. In 
the end. she learns the patients are all victims 
of a sinister plot. 
Using hospital files and computer bank, 
Susan begins to slowly piece together the 
common factors tying the mysterious coma 
cases together. At first her search turns up 
a jumble of seemingly unrelated clues. Then 
she stumbles upon the key — that one operat­ 
ing room was used in a majority of the 
cases.

THE BENNY COOKER CROCK BOOK FOR 
DRINKERS by Morey Amsterdam (Con­ 
temporary Books, $5.95).

He neither drinks nor cooks yet Morey 
Amsterdam — comedy writer, television 
personality, nightclub entertainer — has put 
together a cook book that doubles as a vehicle 
for about one hundred ‘drunk’ jokes. 
Collected from friends and chefs all over 
the world, each recipe includes liquor as an 
ingredient. There is Peanut Butter Soup 
made with sherry, Kentucky Derby Onion 
Soup made with bourbon, Tequila Barbeque 
Sauce, Marcia Haber’s Tipsy Grasshopper 
Pie and Carrots Bourbonade. 
Most of the recipes call for standard in­ 
gredients typically available in the home 
kitchen. 
Liquor needs range from bourbon, sherry, 
scotch, gin and vodka to beer, tequila, 
champagne, dry marsale, Pernod, Dubonnet 
and Grand Marnier. 
Recipe donations come from Bob Cosden, 
Dee Berman, Rosemarie Thomas, Tony 
Romana and, of course, Amsterdam's wife, 
Kay. 
Most of the dishes will tease your taste 
buds (and someone may even like Peanut 
Butter Soup); the directions are easy to fol­ 
low, only a few of the entrees seem time­ 
consuming and many of the recipes will 
perk up a sagging menu. 
The jokes, poems and toasts between the 
recipes are Amsterdam originals and all 
have something to do with drinking. They 
are humourous, family fare —• the short 
‘story’ type things or the straight line/punch 
line joke for which Amsterdam is famous. 
As the author says, “the jokes are in there 
so the drunk will have something to read 
while the food burns.” 
This is a whimsical little book; one almost 
wishes there was more of it, yet in its pre­ 
sent size, it is custom-made for the ‘small 
gift’ occasion.

The book is 
frightening because it is all too easy to pic­ 
ture the events taking place in a large 
hospital. 
Cook s novel is not for the faint-of-heart. It 
is filled with horrifying scenes, including a 
chase through a storage locker containing 
cadavers for dissection. The book is graphic 
in dealing with medical scenes and probably 
should not be read by anyone contemplating 
a hospital stay.

In April I had the opportunity to interview 
W’orld Champion Anatoly Karpov, who had 
just returned to Moscow after a brilliant per­ 
formance in Las Palmas. That victory was 
on the heels of his history-making first in 
the USSR Championship. 
“What are your ambitions for the future,” 
I asked. 
“As World Champion I have been very 
successful in the sporting aspect of chess,” 
he replied. “In the future I hope, especially, 
for achievements on the aesthetic side.” 
Ironically, Karpov could only gain a tie for 


fourth in his next tournament, the one held 
in Leningrad to commemorate the 60th an­ 
niversary of the Russian revolution. 
But Karpov’s preoccupation with the 
aesthetic in chess is not uncommon in the 
USSR. 
Recently, Rasul Gamzatov, an eminent 
Daghestan poet, described chess as “as ab­ 
sorbing as poetry.” 
“What is needed is for this remarkable 
game to enter every home,” he declared. 
Indeed, the wonderful 64 squares open up 
for the human brain a whole world w hich is 
simultaneously strict and fantastic, com­ 
plicated and fascinating, and invariably a t­ 
tractive, magnetic to people.”

The U.S. Postal Service will issue a sou­ 
venir card in honor of SAN MARINO 77. the 
international plJlatelic exhibition being held 
in the Republic of San Marino Aug 28 through 
Sept. 4. 


The card reproduces the 2-cent San Marino 
stamp (Scott No. I) listed first among the 
original five releases issued on Aug. I, 1877 
by this tiny Republic in eastern Italy. The 
San Marino stamp is flanked by reproduc­ 
tions of the first two adhesives issued by 
the United States on July I, 1847 — the 5-cent 
Benjamin Franklin (No. I) and the 10-cent 
George Washing (No. 2). 


Hie card will be available in both canceled 
and uncanceled forms. To meet the first 
class postage requirements, canceled cards 
will bear the 13-cent Lafayette adhesives 
issued June 13 and the circular cancellation 
to be used by the Postal Service at the ex­ 
hibition postal station.
